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The Navy Yearbook, the 1908 edition of which has just 
been issued, is a compilation of the annual naval appro- 
priation laws from 1883 to 1908, inclusive, including pro- 
visions for the construction of all vessels of the “New 
Navy,” with tables showing present naval strength in 
vessels and personnel, and amount of appropriations for 
the naval service. The work is compiled by that expert 
statistician, Pitman Pulsifer, clerk to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs of the Senate, and comes from the Govern- 
ment Printing Office as Senate Document 570. The total 
appropriations for the United States naval establishment 
from 1883 to 1908, inclusive, amount to $1,374,624,001.89, 
Of the completed ships of the Navy built under appro- 
priations for increase of the Navy to June 30, 1908, the 
twenty-seven battleships have cost $162,762,177.27, in- 
cluding armament and equipage; 10 armored cruisers, 
$54,277,558.91; 18 protected cruisers, $43,828,670.22; 3 
unprotected cruisers, $3,791,312.54; 2 scout cruisers, $3,- 
728,702.50; 10 monitors, $22,218,309.12; 17 gunboats, 
$8,970,541.84; 4 trainingships, $1,713,806.22; torpedo- 
boats, submarines, etc., $15,533,523.42; vessels lost, 
Maine and Charleston, $6,277,646.95. We have now 292 
vessels fit for service; 48 under construction and author- 
ized, 12 unfit for service, a total of 852 ships. The cost 
of maintenance and repair, including pay of officers, on 
a vessel of each type in our Navy in 1908, was: Fora 
battleship, $871,515.77; armored cruiser, $693,153.49; 
protected cruiser, $816,799.94; gunboat $222,294.41; tor- 
pedoboat destroyer, $98,444.72; torpedoboat, $34,977.88 ; 
submarine, $23,592.79. The first-class battleship Connecti- 
cut carries 41 officers, 855 enlisted men; the second-class 
battleship Texas, 30—478; armored cruiser New York, 34 
—525; protected cruiser Olympia, 17—282. Of our first- 
class battleships, one is 13 years old; two are 12 years; 
one, 11; three, 8; two, 7; one, 6; one, 5; one, 4; six, 2; 
and four, 1 year old. Of the battleships in the Service 
the Nebraska and Massachusetts were commissioned near- 
ly five years after laying of the keel; the Georgia full 
five years; the Oregon, Illinois and Indiana over four and 
one-half years; the Vermont, two years nine months; 
the New Hampshire, two years ten months; the others 
from three years two months, to three years eleven 
months

If we are to have a preparatory school on Constitu- 
tion Island, recently added to the reservation at West 
Point, as is proposed, this school should provide for both 
Academies, the one at West Point and the'other at An- 
napolis. We can see no good reason why the pupils of 
the two Academies should not be educated together for 
the first year of their course. The friendships and 
associations then formed. will influence them through 
life and constitute a strong bond of union between the 
two Services, which unhappily does not now exist. In 
this connection we would call attention to the letter 
of our correspondent, Captain Longan, 11th Inf., ap- 
pearing in another column. Whatever may be said as 
to the qualifications of the officers appointed from the 
Army or from civil life, it can hardly be doubted that 
their possessicn of a preliminary training, such as that 
obtained at the Military Academy, would be a further 
qualification. Army increase seems to be inevitable, and 
it is time we were providing for it by adopting a proper 
and complete system of educating all who are to receive 
commissions in the Army. We have a costly and highly 
efficient academy for fitting officers for the Army. We 
justify the expense for it on the ground that the instruc- 
tion it gives is necessary for furnishing proper officers 
to the Army. Then we turn round and appoint to the 
Army as officers young men who have not had this train- 
ing at West Point. The effect of this is to check the 
proper and deserved promotion of these graduates after 





they enter the Army, and, worse than this—an effect not 
dwelt on in the letter—a belief is created in the public 
mind that the West Point education is not important 
to high efficiency as an oflicer, and this opinion operates 
to lower the value of the Academy instruction. The col- 
umns of the AkMy AND Navy JouRNAL have more than 
once borne the testimony of prominent foreign officers to 
the unrivaled facilities afforded by West Point and to 
the high standards of military efficiency reached by its 
graduating classes. ‘These ideals, these standards must 
be maintained. A liberal attitude toward West Point 
on the part of Congress, a willingness to see it keep 
pace with the growth of the country, will assuredly 
be injuriously affected by a popular misunderstanding 
of the true importance of academy training. 





That the clerks in the navy yards are the lowest paid 
employees in the government service is the opinion of 
Paymaster General Rogers of the Navy. There is an in- 
tention to raise their salaries from 8 to 10 per cent. Some 
instances were given by the P.M.G. to the House Naval 
Committee the other day. The general storehouse of the 
navy yard in New York is doing the business of one of the 
largest department stores in the United States, almost 
$30,000,000, a year. From there are shipped every year 
more than 30,000 tons of supplies comprising more than 
40,000 packages. The highest paid men in that office get 
only $1,577 a year per diem and $1,400 under the civil 
establishment and there is only one of each. An office 
with one hundred clerks and doing such a business, he 
said, should receive more pay. ‘The Secretary of the 
Navy has given orders to allow an increase of 10 per cent. 
The provision of increase will not necessarily result in 
fewer men, but in the opinion of the P.M.G. will undoubt- 
edly infuse them with a better spirit. The pay for cler- 
ical, inspection and messenger services in the Navy, even 
under the proposed increase, would still be less than in 
the Army. Under the proposed plan each clerk, where 
per diem or civil, will get thirty days’ leave, so as to stop 
the growling now existing, because of one class getting 
thirty and the other fifteen days. A provision of the act 
for the next fiscal year permits the Secretary of the 
Navy to abolish certain clerkships wherever the work has 
fallen off and increase them at other places where needed. 
As to the economy of lump-sum appropriation and the 
payment of per diems and general salaries. the P.M.G, 
thinks it is necessary for the conduct of the Navy Depart- 
ment that the Secretary should have the discretion of 
paying an annual salary or a per diem as he desires. It 
is proposed to increase the salary of the chemist at New 
York from $2,500 to $2,750, the chemist at Mare Island 
from $2,000 to $2,200, and so on. The chemists will then 
be paid $2,750, $2,200 and two at $2,100. 
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A conception of the vagueness of ideas concerning 
Army organization that must prevail among the general 
public may be formed from a question put by Represen- 
tative Holliday, of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs during the recent exposition of the provisions of 
the bill for a volunteer army by the Assistant Secretary 
of War, which we refer to at length elsewhere in this 
issue. Mr, Holliday asked this: “In case of a war of 
any magnitude, before you could put this into operation 
it would be necessary for Congress to convene and make 
appropriations, and would it not be better to pass a bill 
for the organization of the volunteer army in the light of 
events as they existed at that time?” We trust that Mr. 
Holliday will understand that in making this illustration 
we do not single him out for any invidious comparison, 
but rather to show to what extent his inquiry accords 
with the commonly-accepted notion of Army organization. 
It speaks well for the Army that it does its work so well 
when called upon that the people think it can spring up 
over night like Jonah’s gourd, but those intimately asso- 
ciated with its administration will wish there was a little 
larger understanding of the difficulty involved in perfect- 
ing a real fighting force. In the case of the Navy the 
public can see that large preparations are required be- 
cause a battleship cannot be constructed in a few days, 
and they come naturally to associate time for prepara- 
tions with all the details of naval management. Unfor- 
tunately the Man in the Street cannot learn that a 
smoothly-working administrative machine for so large 
an institution as the Army is as complex in its way as a 
battleship. 
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It is the opinion of Surgeon General Rixey, U.S.N., as 
given to the House Committee on Naval Affairs that the 
U.S.S. Relief has demonstrated the necessity of hospital- 
ships in a fleet of over ten thousand men sent out for a 
long cruise. When the fleet arrived at Magdalena Bay 
there were nineteen tuberculosis cases, undoubtedly due, 
thinks the S.G., to infection from the first case, which 
could have been taken off by a hospitalship. On a crowd- 
ed ship a consumptive cannot be so isolated that he will 
not jeopardize the lives of others. The Relief is now at 
Manila and probably will have to remain out there, as 
she has been pronounced unseaworthy. When a telegram 
stating the ship should not cross the Atlantic on the way 
home but return to San Francisco was referred to the 
Surgeon General, he declined to take any responsibility 
in regard to sending her to sea. He said he would take 
all the responsibility as far as the care of the sick and 
the running of the hospital, but the navigation and the 
seaworthiness of the ship he had nothing to do with. He 
therefore recommended the Relief be sent to Olongapo, 
P.I. The Surgeon General maintained that the sick and 
injured of the Navy should not be carried in such a make- 





shift vessel and therefore he urged upon the committee 
the necessity of building two hospital ships, one for each 
ocean. They would cost $3,000,000. In an emergency 
five hundred sick men could be crowded on board, but in 
comfort 350 would be the limit. The expense of trans- 
ferring men to hospitals or to their homes and sending 
new men out in their places would largely be saved, as 
many of the sick could lounge about the hospitalship, and 
regain their health in two or three weeks. 


One may form an estimate of the comparative salubrity 
of the different parts of the country and its possessions 
from a study of the annual report of Surgeon General 
O’Reilly of the Army. In malarial fevers the Philippines 
lead the United States and Cuba together, two to one, 
having 167 cases in every thousand, Cuba having 51 and 
the United States only 30. In undetermined fevers Cuba 
slightly leads the Philippines, with a ratio of 20.96 
against 15.73, the United States having 4.67. Cuba also 
is ahead in typhoid with a ratio of 9.24 as against 3.53 
in the United States and 3.50 in the Philippines. The 
fact that the Philippines are below the home figures may 
surprise some. In tuberculosis Cuba has a lower rate 
than the United States, the figures being respectively 3.61 
and 4.90, while the Philippines have a ratio of 6.84. Of 
course, no one should take these figures without making 
allowance for acclimatization. The great decrease in ma- 
laria cases fully justifies the expense incurred in screen- 
ing and anti-mosquito methods, the reduction in malaria 
admissions in the year having been 2,390. 





It has been decided that one of the decorative features 
of the new Academy building at West Point will be a 
frieze displaying a series of maps to illustrate the history 
of topography from the earliest times, prepared by the 
Department of Drawing. Many of these maps have al- 
ready been selected by Capt. Charles B. Hagadorn, 23d 
Inf. The Department of Engineering intends to use the 
same method in displaying a series of plans of fortifica- 
tions arranged chronologically. The library is fortunate 
in owning a great number of maps and plans suitable for 
these purposes. An appropriation of at least $5,000 is 
needed, however, to start the plan well and annual appro- 
priations of $2,000 may be necessary to keep it up prop- 
erly. This work is in harmony with the principle of in- 
struction through the eye recommended in the report of 
the Board of Visitors in 1885. The display of pictures 
and manuscripts in the library is a part of this plan. The 
Commandant of Cadets has set up a series of military 
pictures in the cadet guard house so that periods of in- 
carceration will not be barren of instructional results. 
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Officers of the Army in considering the question of 
recruiting in the National Guard should always ask them- 
selves how they would obtain an army if they did not pay 
the men. Even with the pay given to the Regular sol- 
dier, it is not the easiest matter to get the required 
number. While the Guardsman gives only a small part 
of his time to the military, still it counts up at the end 
of a year, and now that harder work is being required 
of the state troops in the process of assimilating the 
National Guard to the Regular Army, the question of ob- 
taining recruits for the state organizations must be in- 
creasingly difficult. Guardsmen also pay monthly dues 
for the privilege of serving the state, and this should 
not be forgotten in drawing comparisons between the 
Army and the Organized Militia. The only time the citi- 
zen soldier is paid is when ordered into service by the 
Governor. 
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An experienced officer of the line of the Army writes 
to us saying: ‘‘Recent publications purporting to have 
emanated from more than one very high source indicate 
that arguments are being‘ advanced for passage of the 
bill authorizing an increase of six hundred officers, which 
arguments are in apparent conflict with the purposes 
had in mind by the line, where the supposition obtains 
that the bill is intended, not to furnish a source for 
further details, but to enable existing ones to continue 
and at same time maintain the strength of organiza- 
tions. It is suggested that the bill be amended to pro- 
vide that details for detached service shall never ex- 
ceed the number for which the proposed act provides, 
while the Army is of its present strength or practically 
so.” 

Between 30,000 and 35,000 deaths and two million in- 
jured is the accident record in the United States during 
the last year among workingmen, according to a bulletin 
on accidents issued Dec. 14 by the Bureau of Labor. Of 
those employed in facteries and workshops, it is stated 
that probably the most exposed class are the workers in 
iron and steel. Fatal accidents among electricians and 
electric linemen and coal miners are declared to be ex- 
cessive, while railway trainmen were killed in the propor- 
tion of 7.46 deaths per one thousand employees. The 
bulletin declares that it should not be impossible to avert 
at least one-third and perhaps one-half of the accidents 
by intelligent and rational methods of factory inspection, 
legislation and control. 
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The United States Civil Service Commission announces 
an examination Jan. 20, to fill a vacancy in the position 
of typewriter, copyist, and attendant in the Department 
of Modern Languages, United States Military Academy, 
West Point, N.Y., at $750 per annum, and vacancies re- 
quiring similar qualifications as they may occur in that 
academy. 
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Concerning the distribution of tickets for the football 
game between Annapolis and West Point, a well informed 
correspondent says: “The crux of the whole matter 
is 5,000 seats and about 20,000 applications. The most 
aggressive grumblers are always those who pay the 
least. As one of countless examples cited, here is an in- 
stance: It was urgently represented that officers of one 
of the bureaus in the War Department were grievously 
disgruntled over their tickets. Upon investigation it was 
found that every one of the complainants had subscribed 
a small sum to athletics the previous year, and not one 
cent for the current year. The plan of assignment is 
based, for the general run, upon the amount of subscrip- 
tion in proportion to the number of tickets asked for. If 
a man who subscribes $10 wants ten tickets he must be 
content with an assignment on a one-dollar basis. If he 
asks for two tickets he gets them in a five-dollar location. 
There are of course certain important functionaries, heads 
of Army and other bureaus, who have to be provided for 
on a different basis with regard to their rank. The com- 
plaints are perennial but they would probably be greater 
in degree this year, for the reason that there was a great 
increase in demand, owing partly to a much larger sub- 
scription, whereas the increase in available seats was only 
about one-fourth the increase in demand. Undoubtedly 
the animus for much of the grumbling has its origin in 
the crisis in athletic affairs last year, at which a number 
of malcontents charged unfairness in distribution and as- 
serted the use of an undue proportion of seats by the 
Superintendent and the Commandant of Cadets who was 
president of the Athletic Association. Regarding the for- 
mer, it is true he used a certain number as Superintendent 
for the purpose of meeting the enormous official pressure 
and demands from Washington on the part of powerful 
legislators as well as executive officers. These demands 
are very embarrassing and often ferocious, and in the 
interests of the Academy had to be met in some way. 
They were minimized as much as possible, in some cases 
at the risk of unpleasant consequences. This has been 
the habitual course of the Superintendent in this matter. 
Personally he placed himself on the same basis as other 
officers. He has been charged with using 1,000 tickets. 
This year the assignment of tickets by the Superintend- 
ent on this basis will not exceed 200; for his own family 
he was assigned six tickets, and did not use the Superin- 
tendent’s box for his family, but for public guests. He 
was personally desirous to secure a ticket for his office 
messenger, an old and trusted employee here, and offered 
to make an additional subscription for this purpose, but 
finally concluded that he might be criticized in some way 
and gave it up. The officer who handles the tickets was 
also anxious to gratify two very old employees of the 
cadet mess and did so by paying $5 out of his own pocket 
for the two seats.” 
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The most complete refutation of the criticisms of our 
Navy from the point of view of the imaginative naval 
artist is found in the articles entitled “Various Criticisms 
of the Navy and What They Amount To,” which Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans, U.S.N., is publishing in Hamp- 
ton’s Broadway Magazine, the first appearing in the Jan- 
uary number, with another to follow a month later. The 
Admiral rebukes Mr. Reuterdahl for what he regards as 
his un-American and unpatriotic criticisms, condemning 
our naval constructors for not following blindly foreign 
models and condemning our ships simply because they do 
not slavishly copy those launched in foreign waters. Ad- 
miral Evans says: “Our past policy was to put larger 
guns, guns of greater caliber, on our ships than were car- 
ried on the ships of other nations, and history records the 
wisdom of this policy. When our first battleships, the 
Indiana and her class, were built this policy was followed 
and they were armed with 13-inch guns. So also with 
the Missouri class and the Kentucky and Kearsarge. 
Then came a change, and why? Simply because foreign 
policy indicated that others considered the 12-inch gun a 
sufficiently powerful weapon. And for this reason some 
one in authority, it is impossible to say just who, changed 
our policy, discarded the more powerful weapon and came 
to the one used by England as her standard. I claim 
that this was a most serious blunder, but I must in fair- 
ness say that it was done by the seagoing line officers of 
the Navy. and not by any staff corps.” The assertion 
that the 12-inch gun of to-day is a better gun than even 
the 13-inch of ten years ago, so often made by ordnance 
officers, the Admiral declares to be “only half a truth, 
and a poor half at that.” The latest 12-inch gun may he 
superior in penetration, but, what is. more important, the 
bursting charge of the thirteen-inch sheJl is practically 
twice that of the twelve-inch. If both calibers had been 
developed along the sarie lines the superiority of the 
larger gun would have been so marked as to render dis- 
eussion useless. We have heretofore referred to what Ad- 
miral Evans has to say on the subject of the location of 
the water-line belt on our battleships. He says further: 
“The question of water-line armor protection applies to 
our older battleships only; those now being built, or at 
present designed, have, in my judgment, the best  all- 
round protection ever given to any battleship ever built 
anywhere in the world; they are American designed 
throughout and not a copy of any foreign ship. I do not 
for a moment claim that the Indiana and her sister ships 
are equal to the Dreadnought of the English navy—only 
that she is the equal of the English ship designed at the 
same time. But I do claim that our latest ships are 
vastly superior to the Dreadnought, and I believe that 
every fair-minded man who has given the subject intelli- 
gent consideration will agree with me.” 
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It is unfortunate that the West Point cadets have no 
elementary signal corps manual, embodying all the essen- 
tial principles of visual and clectrie signaling. This in- 
formation is now scattered through a number of bulky 
manuals, but what is needed is a single volume contain- 
ing all the information which a line officer should know 
about signaling, but without the mass of detailed facts 
valuable only to the Signal Officer. A detail of Signal 
Corps men was ordered to the Academy last spring to as- 
sist in teaching the use of the field and Cavalry buzzers 
and wireless telegraphy, but Major C. W. Kutz, Corps of 
Engrs., instructor of practical military engineering, says 
their instruction suffered from lack of such a manual. It 
is not improbable that an epidemic of diary keeping may 
break out among the cadets as a result of the praise ac- 
corded to the diary of Major Gen. S. P. Heintzelman, UV. 
S.A., kept in 1825-26, while a cadet, which has been pre- 
sented to the library at the Academy by Capt. Stuart 
Heintzelman, 6th Cav., through Miss Heintzelman, Both 





the diary itself and a typewritten copy of it are now in 
the library. Not only do these observations possess a pe- 
culiar charm as representing cadet life of fourscore years 
ago, but the diary already has been of service in settling 
a vexed historical question. General Heintzelman kept 
a diary during the Civil War, also, and perhaps some day 
this may be deposited in the library at West Point. It is 
a manuscript of high importance and so far has not 
been utilized in any military history. Captain Heintzel- 
man has given to the Academy library also an album of 
drawings, a fine Nez Percé photograph on cloth and a 
Nez Percé medicine bag. 





The Evening Wisconsin, Milwaukee, Wis., ptblished 
a press report to the effect that injustice was done Major 
General Grant by sending him to Chicago and ordering 
Major General Wood to Governors Island in his place. 
The statement was absurd upon its face, but some one 
signing himself “Veteran” takes the trouble to contradict 
it in a letter published by the Wisconsin. The writer 
says: “General Wood was at the head of the list of 
brigadiers in 1903, when there was a vacancy, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt gave him the promotion to which he was 
entitled, that of major general. As such he ranked Gen- 
eral Grant several years in the age of commission and is 
the ranking major general of the Army, and hence was 
entitled to the ‘favorite’ assignment given him to suc- 
cved General Grant. It was no slight to General Grant 
as the quoted paragraph implies that it was. No one 
envies General Grant his good fortune or would know- 
ingly slight him. If General Wood had not been willing 
te serve a much longer term in the Philippines than any 
other American general has had, he would have relieved 
General Grant two or three years ago, hence General 
Grant, and not General Wood, has been ‘favored.’ The 
only favoritism, if any, shown General Wood was by 
President McKinley. when he made him a_ brigadier 
general from the rank of captain, at about the time that 
he made hrigadiers of two others, Grant and Funston, 
who then had no rank in the Regular Army.” General 
Wood is the senior of General Grant in length of service 
as well as in relative rank. 
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Second Lieut. Levi G. Brown, 12th Cav., U.S.A., 
writing of Mississippi’s organized militia, says Missis- 
sippi is an ideal state for the development of cavalry 
mounts. She, with similar states, must furnish our 
volunteer cavalry of the future. Being a farming coun- 
try, the majerity of the population are used to riding 
from boyhood. Work in an encampment is what the 
Mississippians are accustomed to, so that one does not 
hear their cavalry speak of its hardships. They drill 
as much as other troops, but let the horse do the work. 
Fspecially is the platoon organization the one for cav- 
alry. One platoon of thirty men in one town or neigh- 
bhorhood and another of thirty men ten or twenty miles 
away is perfectly feasible: the property of each platoon 
to be receipted for to the adjutant general by the senior 
officer with it. Cavalrymen should receive pay of not 
less than $1 a day for their horses while in camp. In 
the prairie belts a troop of cavalry, owing to its mobil- 
ity, can assemble at short notice and law and order can 
be restored. The moral effect of an organized military 
body would be enormous; being horsemen, half of their 
training as cavalrymen they already have. The encamp- 
ment should be at least a week longer. 
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Major Alvarado M. Fuller, U.S.A., retired, writes that 
after inspecting the work of Kansas troops in the joint 
camps of instruction he is of the opinion that a Regular 
Army post Q.M. sergeant and a post ordnance sergeant 
should be detailed for duty with the National Guard of 
each state. He also thinks that N.G. officers should hold 
their commissions as they are held by Regular Army offi- 
cers as regards tenure of office, except that the governor 
may muster them out on the recommendation of the mili- 
tary board of the state. When vacancies in field officers 
occur in any regiment the military board should recom- 
mend to the governor, after a full examination of all offi- 
cers of lower rank, a suitable list of officers, and the gov- 
ernor should then appoint. The officer on duty with 
the militia should inspect as many of the regiments of the 
state as possible that he may make proper and just com- 
parisons as to efficiency. Major Fuller believes he ought 
to begin in March and finish by May 31. To obtain the 
best material the election of officers he considers inef- 
fective. 
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The specifications have been issued for the new drydock 
at Pearl Harbor. The bids will be opened Feb. 13. The 
drydock, quay walls and pump well are to be made of 
concrete and the work is to be done in 32 months from 
the time the contract is executed. The general dimen- 
sions of the drydock are as follows: Elevation of coping, 
108 feet: of mean high water, 101 feet; of sill at en- 
trance, 66 feet; of flear dock, 64 feet; length over all on 
center line from outside at head to outside of apron, 1,195 
feet; from inside of coping at head to outer sill, 1,152 
feet; width of dock over all coping level, 140 feet; in 
body of dock between copings, 130 feet ; width of entrance 
at coping level, 113 feet: at level of mean high water. 
111 feet; depth, mean high water at Pearl Harbor to sill 
of dock, 35 feet. This will make it probably twice as 
large as the largest dock now in existence. It will be 
equal to docking two battleships at once and there will 
be compartments so that a large ship and two or three 
smaller ones may be docked at one time, or three cruisers 
may be docked at the same time. 
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In the Denver Republican of Dec. 18 virulent protest 
is made against the action of the War Department in 
assigning three negro regiments to Forts Logan and Rus- 
sell, united effort being announced as forming in Denver 
to urge the Department to countermand the order in so 
far as it relates to Fort Logan and the 25th Regiment. 
To this senseless clamor Capt. Ward B. Pershing, U.S.A., 
retired, spiritedly replies, saying in part: “I have served 
with colored troops and know that no more efficient or 
loyal men exist on earth. They face hardships and dan- 
gers which would try the souls of the bravest, and this 
all with a smile and a light-heartedness that makes an 
officer’s life with them a pleasure, and wins the admira- 
tion of every man. The record of the 25th Infantry will 
be found to be above reproach with the single exception 
of the Brownsville affair, and these men are no longer 





with the regiment. The whele agitation arises from an 

utterly mistaken idea of the discipline and character of 

the regiment in question. The officers are, from the col- 

onel down, as efficient and painstaking as any to be found

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Some of the Boston papers have been criticizing the 
, Navy Department for refusing to grant the request of 
Spanish War Veterans to authorize the attendance of a 
firing party from the Charleston, Mass., Navy Yard, at 
the funeral of a former enlisted man of the Marine Corps 
and the Army, who took his discharge from the Service 
some years ago, and died a pauper a few days since. 
There is no law authorizing the government to furnish 
firing parties to former enlisted men, no matter how fine 
a record they may have had. William Hanaran, the man 
who died, had served on the Maine when she was blown 
up in 1898, and then enlisted in the Army in 1899 and 
served in China against the Boxers, He was specially 
commended for his bravery, but being out of the Service 
when he died there is no regulation which allows an es- 
cort or a firing party from the Regular Service. Nor do 
the Jaws authorize an escort for an ex-officer and not even 
for a deceased retired officer. 





Paymaster Gen. E. B. Rogers, U.S.N., in a statement 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs on Dec, 7 
explained estimates for rations of midshipmen. After the 
Personne] act of 1899 certain officers then drawing what 
was called ‘old Navy pay’—that is, pay previous to the 
passage of the Personnel act of 1899, which included 
warrant officers, pay clerks, chaplains, and certain others. 
Since their pay was increased the Secretary of the Navy 
thought they should be put exactly on a par with the 
Army, and that no officers afloat should be paid commut- 
ed rations at all, and therefore instead of that sum being 
$182,000 this year, the estimates have made it $113,223, 
that being commuted rations for 1,024 midshipmen in 
the Navak Academy, and in the Naval Academy only. 
The idea is to put the midshipmen exactly on a par with 
the eadets of the Military Academy. 
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The question as to who was the father of the Ameri- 
can Navy, Paul Jones or John Barry, enters into the 
question of locating in Washington the statues of these 
two heroes, for each of which Congress has appropriated 
$50,000, the statues to be located by a commission, con- 
sisting of the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the 
Navy and the chairmen of the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on the Library. It was proposed to place these 
statues face to face on a single site, but that was opposed 
by adherents of each of the heroes. Many sites have 
been suggested, but none selected thus far. The statue 
of John Paul Jones is now under way, and a competition 
will soon be entered upon to decide upon the sculptor 
for the statue of Barry. Statues for Von Steuben, Pu- 
laski and Kosciusko, to be erected in Washington, have 
been- provided for by Congress. 
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Instructions have been issued from the War Depart- 
ment for the use of cameras for the observation of overs 
and shorts at Coast Artillery service practice. Each 
Coast Artillery district in which service practice with 
guns of 6-inch and larger caliber is held will be provided 
with two cameras, which will be used at service target 
practice for the observation of overs and shorts. These 
cameras and the necessary films, developing tank, and de- 
veloping powder will be issued to Artillery district ord- 
nance officers without requisition. The cameras will be 
numbered and a careful record will be kept of the photo- 
graph of each splash, giving the number of the camera 
and the number of the exposure. On removal of the film 
from the camera this record will be consulted and each 
film numbered correspondingly before being developed. 








Capt. André W. Brewster, 9th Inf., U.S.A., holds that 
non-commissioned officers detailed for duty with the or- 
ganized militia should be selected from the same arm of 
the Service as the organization to which they are detailed. 
There were several non-coms. of Cavalry serving with 
the Infantry regiments of the Kentucky militia last sea- 
son, and while they were excellent men he thinks they 
were not so efficient instructors of Infantry as would 
have been men chosen from the Regular Infantry. He 
suggests that as many non-coms. as can be spared be de- 
tailed for service with the militia for at least six months 
of the year and that when practicable they be selected 
with a view to their knowledge of paper work as well as 
efficiency at drill, ete. 
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The Boston papers are urging the selection of Con- 
gvessman Weeks for the Navy Department. The Boston 
Herald says: “No better service.can be rendered the cause 
of naval reorganization and improvement than by un- 
qualified indorsement of the suggestion of Congressman 
Weeks as Secretary of the Navy in the next administra- 
tion.” And the Traveler: “Educated in the Naval Acad- 
emy and with wide experience in business and political 
life, Mr. Weeks would make an ideal head of the Navy 
Department, and President-elect Taft will be fortunate 
indeed if his choice falls in this direction and Mr. Weeks 
can be induced to accept.” We think that the Navy are 
disposed to “stand pat” on Secretary Newberry. 
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Brig. Gen. Danie! H. Brush, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the Cclumbia, who was in command of the 
maneuvers near American Lake, Washington, in August 
last, has issued the interesting and instructive report of 
Lieut. Col. John C. Gresham, 14th U.S. Cav., the chief 
umpire. The report, which is ine of 162 pages, is issued 
in pamphlet form and contains a number of maneuver 
maps, which accempanies the reports on the various 
problems.

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JOINT COAST ARTILLERY MANEUVERS 

The repert of Col. G. N. Whistler, C.A.C., on the 
joint maneuvers in the Eastern Artillery District of New 
York, which is soon to be published in the annual report 
of the Chief of Coast ‘Artillery, commends highly the 
work done by the National Guard of New York. Speak- 
ing of the Sth Coast Artillery District National Guard 
of New York, he says: 

“This organization, formerly the Sth Battalion, was on 
duty in this district last year; but, in consequence of 
many changes in the personnel, it was practically a new 
organization this year. Their work was excellent and 
the interest and’ enthusiasm were exceedingly marked, 
Colonel Austin is 2 most excellent officer and very en- 
thusiasticein developing the artillery work; and he is 
endeavoring te organize a competent corps of officers 
for his command. The discipline of this organization, 
considered from a military point of view only, was not 
up to the standard ef the best National Guard regiments. 
which could not be expected under the circumstances ; 
it, however, improved manifestly from day to day. This 
fack of discipline was particularly noticeable. in their 
performance of guard duty, steadiness in ranks, render- 
ing of salutes, ete. It was especially noticed that while 
ihe enlisted men were very careful in saluting the Regu- 
iar officers, they were very negligent in showing the 
sume respect to their own officers. The guard duty of 
this organization did not materially improve during the 
week. ‘Phe conduct of the men, however, was excellent ; 
und the enthusiasm shown by all in the artillery work 
was remarkable... The promptness shown in turning oui 
at the call ‘To arms,’ the willingness to work, and the 
desire to learn their duties was beyond criticism. 
After they have had the proper amount of armory instruc- 
tion this organization will undoubtedly be a valuable 
adjunct to the artillery defense of the district. It ap- 
pears to be the unanimous opinion of the officers, as 
shown by their reports. that these exercises should be 
held annually and last for more than one week. The 
police of the camp was excelient so far as the military 
work was concerned. The enlisted men had a fine esprit 
de corps and teok great pride in keeping their camp 
ina fine condition; whereas the cooks merely hired for 
the work cared nothing for the regiment and did not 
try. The fairly good condition that prevailed during the 
latter part of the week was due to the persistent effort 
on the part of the officers and non-commissioned officers in 
enforcing a proper degree of police. There is ore point 
io which. think especial aitention should be invited. 
A large percentage of the men of this command are not 
physically strong encugh for coast artillery work.” 

Of the T1st, Colonel Whistler says: “This regi- 
ment has the reputation of being one of the best regi- 
ments of the state; and they certainly lived up to their 
reputation while on duty in this district. Colonel Bates, 
Lieutensnt Colonel Wells and Major Beekman are ex- 
cellent offeers of considerable experience and the regi- 
mental officers appeared to me to be a fine body of men. 
Their discipline, considered from a military point of 
view, was good: but was of course the discipline of 2 
qnilitin regiment. The improvement from day to day 
was marked. Capt. J. M. Williams, C.A.C., instructor 
in guard duties. commends especially the marked interest 
shown in learning this duty and the improvement ap- 
parent from day te day. fe particularly notes that the 
instructions given to one guard would in some way be 
transmitted to the next guard, showing that the instruc 
tions had heen talked over and disseminated throughout 
the regiment. The daily improvement in steadiness in 
the ranks was very noticeable. The conduct of the com- 
mand was excellent. The men were very careful in ren- 
dering salfites to the Regular and to their own officers. 
The work done by this command outside of their own 
regular drill deserves commendation. Master Electrician 
Wetherholt reports that most excellent work was done 
by the det ail to run the field telephone lines; and the 
blue prints of maps prepared by members of the regi- 
ment speak for themselves. The work of the artillery 
reserves was extremely satisfactory, considering that this 
organization has had no armory instruction in coast arti}- 
lery work. The instruction was progressive. The sys- 
tem carried out was what the militia have called the 
‘link system.’ That is, every man in the militia de- 
tachment was ‘linked’ with the corresponding number 
of the Regular detachment, watched him and learned 
his duty from him. After some drill and instruction in 
this way the militia detachment served the guns and men 
of the regnlar detachment stood behind the men to whom 
they were linked and told them what to do. 'They picked 
up the work so rapidly that I had no objection to their 
serving the guns with blank cartridges. Every possible 
precaution was taken to prevent an accident. During 
ihe firing a regular officer, or experienced non-commis- 
sioned officer, was stationed at each gun as ‘safety offi- 
cer” Tn every case at each gun the No. 2 was a regular 
and great care was taken in sponging with a wet sponge. 
In this connection, however, I would reeommend that a 
‘heap smooth bore sub-caliber tube of the same caliber 
as the sub-caliber tube of the mortars be-furnished for 
ich gun, and that fixed ammunition be used. As this 
tube is not to be used with a projectile careful centering 
is not necessary. I believe that a simple cast-iron ecylin- 
der to fit in the chamber would suffice. This would, 
with the large charge of blank powder, give a sufficient 
report and would insure against accident. It weuld also 
reduce the complaints of citizens as to damaged property. 
In my opinion district commanders should be authorized 
to detail an officer or officers to attend during the winter 
nionths at the armory of the Artillery reserves about once 
a week as instructors in Artillery. The excellent and in- 
telligent work done by the 7ist Regiment gave a very 
good opportunity to study the problem of the land de- 
fense of the post. I am satisfied that an entire regimeni 
of three battalions will be necessary for the defense of 
Fort Totten, and two battalions for Fort Schuyler. At 
least twelve field guns or three-inch guns on movable 
mounts firing shrapnel will be needed for the defense of 
Fort Totten and six for Fort Schuyler. A number of 24- 
inch searchlights should be furnished for use by the sup- 
ports.” 

Col. Henry L. Harris, C.A.C., in his comments on the 
maneuvers for the Southern Artillery District of New 
York at Fort Hamilton, June 13-20, 1908, states that it is 
the general opinion that the exercises were satisfactory, 
valuable and beneficial to all. He believes that two weeks 
should be required for the maneuvers, especially if only 
required alternate years, and a fixed time named for each 
district to be the same from year to year. A larger sup- 
port is asked unanimously of Regular and militia officers. 
Provision should be made for screening kitchens, provid- 











ing shower baths, and painting buildings. The necessity 
of a post garbage crematory is insisted upon. The prepa- 
ration of payrolls in advance under proper supervision 
and payment after muster is approved. The number of 
men in advance parties should be definitely prescribed, 
pe extra blank payrolls be furnished to commanders, 

Calibration firing is not suited for exercises. As firing 
hlank cartridges is of practical value for instruction, the 
yearly loss of life on this account must be considered the 
toll paid to the militia’s love of the spectacular. In the 
future black powder should be restricted to guns using 
wetallic cases: sub-caliber blank ammunition being used 
for larger caliber. National Guard regiments should be 
sent to stations distant from home city, where they will 
he removed from the distractions of their personal busi- 
ness and visits from friends, Officers of reserves should 
be in absolute charge of work, regular officers acting as 
instructors only. The conditions in the National Guard, 
however, are such that it is recommended that service tar- 
get practice be permitted whenever practicable. When- 
ever there is the equivalent of a regiment of Coast Artil- 
lery in a state guard a Regular officer should be detailed 
with it, Congress being asked to authorize the detail of 
ohe or more majors of the Cost Artillery in each coast 
state, the positions to be filled as now provided for officers 
detailed in the staff corps. More non-commissioned officers 
are required for militia companies of Coast Artillery. It 
is understood why the organization of militia companies 
of Const Artillery does not conform to that of the regular 
establishment. 

“The commanding officer of the Tist Regiment objected, 
and with reason, to employing the militia in boats, as he 
considered it very dangerous. The boat attacks were all 
made by the 54th and the 135th Mine Companies, and 
were done in. a very satisfactory manner. It is believed 
the Naval Militia would only be too glad to take part in 
these exercises and could with safety undertake this part 
of the work. If the district commanders could be author- 
ized to invite the owners of steam yachts to take part in 
representing an attacking fleet, a large fleet could be as- 
sembled, which would add greatly to the interest and in- 
struction.” 

In his report to Majov General Grant, commanding thé 
Department of the East, Colonel Harris repeated the ree- 
emmendations embodied in his report to the Chief. of 
Coast Artillery and also urged that the organization of 
a national artillery 
mitted with last year’s report, be considered. He also 
observed that “the vse of state organizations for Artillery 
work will be necessary astlong as there is nothing else, 
but their reliability is still quite problematical. The di- 
minution of enthusiasm on the part of the 13th District. 
C.A.C., of New York, on its second tour. was quite ap- 
parent, It is probable that, by the time the concentration 
scheme for the Coast Artillery is effected, a request 
will be made to have a Coast Artillery post turned 
over to the state for training its National Guard, This 
would he inadvisable, and being anticipated should be 
prevented.” 

Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A.. 
having had called to his attention the recommendation for 
the sub-caliber tube to obviate danger in firing guns during 
joint manenvers, states that such a tube has been de- 
signed by his department and, it is believed. it.will do 
away with all danger incident to firing blank charges from 
seacoast cannon, 
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THE COLOR OF WARSHIPS.

By deciding to have a number of our battleships and 
cruisers painted a “flat,” or dull, gray color, the Navy 
Department gives the first sign of coming into line with 
cther naval Powers in the coloring of large ships. Vari- 
ous shades of gray are now used for the painting of bat- 
tleships and cruisers in most of the large navies. The 
lead was given by one of the youngest naval Powers— 
Germany—England soon following as the result of a series 
of experiments carried out with ships painted various 
colors. At the present moment the only exceptions to 
the rule are, beside ourselves, France and Russia, both 
of which Powers paint their large ships black. 
however, 


France, 
gives her vessels white or gray upper works, 
while Russian ships on tropical stations—foliowing the 
British example—are white, the reason being, of course, 
that white-covered structures are much pleasanter to 
live in in hot climates than black. The shade of gray 
in use varies in the different fleets. British and German 
ships of large displacement are a dull gray all over; Jap- 
anese are light and Italian dark gray. dozen British 
destroyers have been painted light gray, the usual color 
for these eraft being black. Black, too, is the color of 
the majority ef German destroyers, though a few are 
painted brown. Japanese destroyers are gray, and Aus- 
trian, like our own, green. 

One advantage of the adoption of a dull color for 
ihe whole of a warships upper works is that it tends 
to turn the thoughts of officers and men away from 
“spit and polish’ and to induce them to devote their 
attentions to things which are of more consequence. This 
effect has been strongly marked in the British navy. 
where the percentages of hits in battle practice com 
inenced to go up as soon as polished deck-fittings were 
abolished. The object in view in adopting this color was 
not, however, active efficiency, but passive efficiency ; that 
is to say, not a better chance of hitting the enemy, but 
a smaller chance of getting hit one’s self. Invisibility 
at sea has been sought for ages. In the navy of ancieut 
Greece, when sails, by the way, were made to discharge 
the duty now peri rmed by signal flags, we find that in 
vessels employed as scouts in time of war the sails and 
ropes were dyed to the color of sea water, so as to keep 
them out of sight. ‘The colors mentioned in the Greek 
writers are “alourges” and “phoinikeon,”” which were ap- 
parently the same shade, but differed in their origin, the 
former heing obtained from the purple-fish and the lat- 
ter from the ilex-berry. 

At the beginning of the Christian era we find that 
when Julius Cesar landed in England he found a type 
of boat hitherto unknown to him, and which he thought 
fit to copy for his own use. It was a species of long. 
fast-sailing pinnace, known to the Romans as “picta.” 
It was smeared with wax, to lessen friction with the 
water. and it carried twenty rowers. It was used prin- 
cipally for scouting and despateh purposes, and to de- 
crease its visibility its sail was dyed light blue and the 
crew were dressed in clothing of the same color. Both 
in this case and the one previously "quoted it will be seen 
that the only vessels treated were scouts, and that ap- 
parently no particular trouble was taken with the larger 
vessels. Since artillery in the modern sense was still

color could not be of very much account one way or 
the other. 

In the early days of naval artillery color remained 
a matter of indifference, for no color or combination of 
colors could be reckoned upon to have any effect on the 
marksmanship of men whose target was the side of 
line-of-batt!e ship cnly two or three hundred yards dis- 
tant. At the time of Trafalgar (1805) the British 
ships vere painted black abéve the copper sheathing: 
the tiers of port-holes were a pale lemon yellow, while 
the port-lids were black. ‘This is the arrangement that 
was known as “Nelson’s chequer.” 

As the range of naval ordnance increased, so did the 
importance of visien, until at Jast it came to be recog- 
nized as worth while to find out whether it was possible 
to take advantage of this importance. The result was, 
offensively, the perfection of the sighting apparatus and 
the introduction of the telescopic sight: and, defensively, 
the adeption of special colors for the painting of war- 
ships, with the object of confusing the enemy’s gunners, 
A second defensive method was also tried—the reduction 
of above-water bulk; but this was found to entail such 
a loss of offensive power, through the lowering of the 
‘command” of the guns and the curtailment of sea-going 
qualities that it was soon abandoned. 

Altheugh gray has now been, practically speaking, uni- 
versally adopted in all navies, and may be adopted in 
our own, it should be realized that there is no color that 
is uniformly good, as promoting invisibility, under all 
conditions. What is suited to one stretch of ocean is 
not suited to another. The sky and sea of the north 
Atlantic are widely different from those of the Mediter- 
ranean, for instance. , Gray shows up very prominently 
on a dull day, but in sunshine a ship of this color is 
practically invisible at long ranges. Under a search- 
light, again, gray is very conspicuous, the best color being 
hlack, or a dull green or brown. In the British North 
Sea destroyer flotilla this distinction has been recognized, 
and twelve of the vessels have been painted gray, for 
daylight operations, and the remainder left black. for 
night work. 

On shore the best method of rendering an object in- 
visible—or, at any rate, unrecognizable—is to parti- 
color it. the best cclors for the purpose being red, yellow 
and dark blue. ‘The result is to break up the outline 
in such a way as to make it impossible to tell what an 
object is at a few hundred yards. The sails of some 
of the ancient Greek ships were parti-colored, but whether 
with thé object of coneealing them or not cannot be 
said. The method is. however, greatly favored in Euro- 
pean coast-defense systems, where prominent gun-em- 
placements are painted in this manner. It is doubt- 
ful, however, whether the principle would work equally 
satisfactorily at sea, and in any ease there are probably 
few governments possessing the moral courage required 
to send to sea a ship painted in irregular patches of blue, 
red and yellow! 

The ships of the U.S. Navy which are to be first 
treated with the new color are the battleships New [f[amp- 
shire, Idaho and Mississippi, the armored cruisers Mon- 
tana and North Carolina, and the scout cruisers Salem, 
Birmingham and Chester. 
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PRAISE FOR THE MARINES 

It is interesting to note at this time what the late 
Rear Admiral Francis A. Roe, U.S.N.. one of the most 
gallant and most efficient officers ever in the Navy, had 
to say of the Marines. Ie entered the Navy as a mid- 
shipman in Octoher, 1841, and was retired Oct. 4, 1885. 
during which period he had an active service that would 
be hard to discount. What Rear Admiral Roe nae to 
say of the Marines is found in his work entitled “Naval 
Duties and Discipline,” published about 1865, from ‘heh 
we make the following extracts : 

‘The Marines of the Navy have been called ‘sea in- 
fantry.’ They are a class of men apart and distinct 
from all others of the Navy. They have been a much- 
abused people, althoughea secret recognition of their value 
has always been tacitly acknowledged by officers and men. 
Much has been said about the natural antipathy of sailors 
to marines on board our ships. I think this is a great 
error. Since the necessity arose which frequently pre- 
vented the guard of marines from being assigned to some 
of our vessels, IT have heard more than one sailor and 
petty officer lament their absenee. Sentry duty is intol- 
erable to a sailor. He will take a lookout at a mast- 
head or a cathead and keep it securely; but make him a 
sentry, and put him on post, and he will shirk his duty 
in the face of court-martial or punishment. 

“The chief duties of the marine guard, on a_ship-of- 
war, are those of a sentry. The sailor Joves to se¢ 
his stiff, erect form pacing up and down on his post, with 
his clean trimmings and bright glittering musket. They 
feel a sense of security to see him .there, which is fully 
shared by those aft on the quarterdeck. The separation 
and distinction of them as a class from their comrades 
of the blue shirts is a prime necessity. Living, messing, 
and associating with the sailors from year to year, it is 2 
mystery that they retain their spe 1 characteristies at 
all. ed ie who ala totally obliterate them is an official 
suicide, 
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have been surprised that young officers have so 
and poor an idea of sentry duty. TI have seen an 
officer of the deck deliberately order a sentry to com¢ 
down from his post. and that, too, in terms of ignominy 
and contempt. Instead of addressing him as sentry, the 
title was disresnectfully withheld, and he was addressed 
as soldier. There is no official crime so great as the 
violation of a sentry on post. There is no excuse for its 
commission except the grossest ignorance or the most 
wilful outrage. 

“I corfess I have a great esteem for the Marine Corps 
ef the Navy, and I should feel as though we had lost one 
of our great essentials in a man-of-war if that corps weré 
abolished, as I am sure it never will be. No Army s¢ 
diers can ever take their place. They have a_ special 
fitness for their peculiar position, which education and 
experience alone can give. No ship is perfeet without 
them. ‘The experiment has been faithfully tried, and 
found a failure. The guard of marines should be the 
special pet of executive officers—not a pet to be spoiled 
er humored, but to be cared for, as he would his right 
arm. He should see that an undue interference by the 
officer of the deck, or young officers of the ship, should 
never be tolerated for a moment. Above all, he should 
preserve the inviolability and sacred character of, the 
sentry and corporals with a jealousy that should be direet 
and personal. Remember that they are the ‘ever faith- 
ful’: they have earned the title, and they have a right 
to be permitted to retain it without reproach or blemish. 
They will be faithful to vou. even though they be neg- 
lected and abused. and if you are guilty of a want of 
fidelity to them, they will reproach you only by fidelity 
te you in return.” 
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RECENT FOREIGN PUBLICATIONS. 


From Berger-Levrault et Cie., publishers, Rue des 
Beaux Arts 5-7, Paris, we receive a copy of Commandant 
de Balincourt’s valuable annual, “Les Flottes de Combat 
en 1909.” which presents 357 diagrammatic plates of the 
ships of the navies of the world, and is a very conveni- 
ently arranged volume of naval data. In his review of 
the vear the author calls attention to the tendency, or 
rather “fashion,” to follow after the Dreadnought type 
with vessels of even larger size, with a secondary artillery 
composed of guns of 170 millimeters, as proposed in 
Germany, or 152 millimeters in the British St. Vincent 
class. Progress thus far has reached the 100-millimeter 
gun. The 76-millimeter guns are no longer in vogue. 
The Dreadnought was an evolution of experience and 
not a suggestion from the battle of Tsushima, its plans 
antedating that battle. By simplifying calibers it is 
hoped to avoid interference or the derangement of the 
fire of guns of one caliber by the discharge of those of 
a different caliber, the theery being that this only occurs 
with guns of approximately the same caliber. Two types 
of gun are needed; one to be directed against the ma- 
terial and the other to overwhelm and destroy the person- 
nel. No nation as yet dares exceed a caliber of 305 
millimeters. Twelve 305-millimeter guns in six double 
turrets appear to be a very suitable number for displace- 
ments of 20,000 to 22,000 tons, which it does not seem pos- 
sible to surpass at present on account of the limitations of 
harbors, docks and navy yards. Each nation disposes its 
pieces after its own fashion; all superposed in one axis 
(United States): in axis and on the quadrilateral (Ja- 
pan); superposed and lateral (Brazil and Germany) ; 
in triple turrets (Italy): and it is a question which 
system should be given the preference. The scout has 
so increased in size that some believe in a return to the 
protected cruiser. whose displacement the scout has reach- 
ed, while the torpedoboats have become real scout ships; 
each class has really encroached on the class ahead of it; 
what was once called a despatchboat is now nothing 
but a torpedoboat, and the displacements of 100 tons 
of these latter ships have been swept away by the 
tendency toward speed. The submarines are coalescing 
more and more with the submersibles, and are also on 
the road toward greater tonnage; everyone is building 
them; they are no longer a monopoly and the newcomers 
are catching up with the earlier ones, which may weil 
be for France a matter of reflection. Bigness is the 
order of the day and will still further increase. What 
is to end it, financial conditions or the capacity of dock 
yards? That is a secret of the future, says Commandant 
de Balincourt. 

“Kiel ?—Wilhelmshaven!” is the title of a brochure 
dealing with the probable future naval base of the 
German fleet. In view of the recent discussion of the 
yerman-English military situation, this little book, writ- 
ten by Th. Kaemmerer, oberdeckoffizier a.D., will be 
found of interest. Published by Cl. Attenkofersche Ver- 
lagsbuchhandlung, Straubing, Germany, at 30 pfennig. 

From J. F. Lehmann’s Verlag, Miinchen, we have re- 
ceived a reprint from “Zeitschrift fiir das gesamte 
Schiess- und Sprengstoffwesen,” entitled ‘“Temperatur: 
und Wiirme-Messungen am Infanteriegewehr, M. 988,” 
by Cranz and Rothe. The experiments described were 
carried out at the Charlottenburg Academy. A number 
of tables and drawings add value to the text. Another 
reprint from the “Zeitschrift” is a biographical sketch 
by Major Hirsch, of the late Lieut. Col. Willy Heyden- 
reich, the ballistic expert and professor at the Prussian 
Military Academy in Berlin, author of a number of tech- 
nical works in his special field. 

“Ehrhardt-Geschiitze,” Part I, by Major Gen. R. 
Wille. of the German army, is a book of 312 pages, 
154 illustrations and four large tables, detailing with 
technical minuteness the contribution of Ehrhardt to the 
advancement of ordnance invention and construction. 
The careful make-up of the work and the large Roman 
type in which it is printed appeal to the eye, and those 
of our Ordnance readers who understand German will 
find the hook highly interesting. Published by R. Eisen- 
schmidt, Dorotheenstrasse 70A, Berlin, N.W. 7, Germany, 
at Mk. 25. From. the same publisher we have received 
a brochure by Major Gen. R. Wille, entitled “Zur Frage 
des Schrapnels mit Langgeschossfiillung.” The price of 
the booklet is 75 pfennig.

READJUSTMENT OF RANK. 
Fort Wm. McKinley, Rizal, Nov. 14, 1908. 
To THE EpiTorR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Apropos of Colonel Crane’s article on the readjust- 
ment of rank, and the reply to it in the Journat of 
Oct. 3, let us not while adjusting all injustice forget 
the infamous, and in my case ex-post facto, law requiriug 
us to step down_and out at sixty-four years of age. Take 
my case: through lack of opportunity I could not win 
an appointment to the Academy until I was twenty- 
one. One of my failing competitors, aged seventeen, was 
actually appointed to the Army before he was twenty- 
ene, and antedated my commission. By the natural 
course of events if in the same corps now he would have 
been my senior. Actually he chose the 7th Cavalry, 
just after the Custer fight, and thus lost his start of 
me. Why should we not be readjusted according to age? 
In its favor we may enumerate (a) experience, (b) the 
prevention of upstarts from taking advantage of oppor- 
tunities, (c) the prevention of political favoritism, un- 
less it be decided by the Supreme Court that Congress 
may establish the date of a man’s birth, and -(d) we 
candidates for the rank of brigadier general could not 
be harrowed by the appointment of youngsters who are 
in our wisdom “hardly dry behind the ears”—i.e., any 
one younger. 

Actually any of us in our branch of the Service are 
not often joshed by the addition of “boy” to our rank, 
it is less than in strict justice to the people who pay the 
bills it should be; but in my opinion it cannot be read- 
justed except by a new contract. As I am at least five 
years older than the most lenient reorganizer of the 





Army has allowed for my present rank, I don’t propose 
to step forward and offer to take the new contract.

CRUISE OF THE MANILA IN 1899. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Your issue of Dec. 26, in mentioning the promotion 
of Capt. Arthur P. Nazro, U.S.N., to the rank of rear 
admiral, gives his record of service and command. You 
have omitted to note his command of the US.S. Manila, 
1899-1900. I feel impelled to invite your attention to 
this omission because the period named involves one of 
the most adventure-producing cruises 9f our “far-flung” 
Navy. A book might be written—indeed, it is violating 
no confidence to say that one is in contemplation—con- 


cerning this cruise of the Manila under Commander 
Nazro. The barest transcript of the old ship’s log-book 
might rival the wildest romance. 

It was Commander Nazro, with the Manila—1,.800-ton 
converted gunboat, two six-pounders, two 4.7 Spanish, 
two Nordenfeldts, two Colt’s automatic—“buque de vapor 
lindissimo”—who; by shelling the jungle-trenches, con- 
tributed so effectively to the success of the Army and 
Navy in the Zapote River fight, June 13, 1899. It was 
the Manila that had the proud distinction of being par- 
ticularly summoned from the extreme south of the Sulu 
Sea to Lingayen Gulf in Luzon, where she participated 
in the bombardment of San Fabian, and was compli- 
mented by General Wheaton for the skill shown in cover- 
ing the landing of the Army. It was the Manila that 
took possession of Balabac Island, north of Borneo, and 
had the well-known skirmish with the deportados in the 
compound of Melville Lighthouse. The Manila, aided by 
the Castine, seized Zamboanga, Mindanao, from the in- 
surgents, and was first to raise the flag of sovereignty 
in half a hundred towns of Mindanao and Sulu, in- 
volving adventures and romantic incidents innumerable. 

Commander Nazro and his officers were first to ex- 
plore the wonderful crater-lakes of Kagayan, Sulu; to 
visit the Sultan of Sulu in his own fortified stockade 
at Maimbun: to venture into the Rio Grande estuary and 
boldly call the turbulent river Moros to account. 

It was the Manila which stood off fifty piratical canoes 
for three days. while on a reef in the Sibutu channel be- 
tween the Sulu and the Celebes Sea. During this time 
her dinghy went two hundred miles for help in the teeth 
of the nertheast monsoon—a trip that drove the dinghy’s 
crew of two officers and two men to the very limit of hu- 
man endurance from exposure. 

Of island steamers and brigantines rescued from rocks 
or pirates: of forlorn Spaniards, prisoners of the in- 
surgents, rescued from worse than death; of pirates 
and piracies put down; of dattos big and little. in whose 
hearts the “fear of God” was effectually instilled, there 
is no space to speak here. 

Let me add only this, that since praise of the men 
commanded is, above all, praise of the commander, then 
the officer whose promotion you have recorded has re- 
ceived high praise, for of the Manila’s enlisted force a 
dozen or more were commended by the Navy Department 
for heroism or good judgment or coolness upon as many 
separate occasions; and of the officers each individual 
was commended by the commanding officer for good con- 
duct. nearly half received the Department’s highly com- 
mendatory letter. one was twice recommended by the 
admiral of the fleet for a medal of honor, and still an- 
other recommended for an advance of numbers. 

A GunpoaT MAN. 
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FILIPINOS FOR THE UNITED STATES. 


To THE EpItTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Sir: I was much interested in your editorial, “Filipinos 
and Genteel Labor,’ noting the Filipino aversion to 
labor and the difficulty found in making agriculturists 
out of any of the young Filipinos who have a smattering 
of education.”” Why would it not be feasible for 50,000 
or more of them to come to the United States, as we have 
seven millions or more of them? The difficulty of secur- 
ing farm help is great all over the country, and this is 
especially so in the Pacific coast states. where owing to 
the mild climate there is no rest season for the farmer. 
California alone would like to have 50,000 farm workers 
come to the state every yvear. Last year at the fruit- 
picking time, at a point where it had to be picked or be 
a total loss to the grower, the Japanese employed went 
on a strike and demanded from $2.50 to $3.50 per day 
for doing the work, so California is not asking for Jap- 
anese: Chinese they would like, but from the present 
outlook would have. The benefit gained by the Filipinos’ 
coming would be mutual. They need to be taught in- 
dustry and thrift, things they know nothing about, as 
judged from our standpoint. Farming could be made 
ene of the greatest industries of the Philippines, and as 
all Orientals learn best by example, they would gain an 
everlasting benefit by the demonstrated knowledge they 
would receive in farming, dairying, fruit culture. cattle 
and sheep raising. They have an insatiable craving for 
meat, but raise very few animals, and only a small 
variety of vegetables. ‘They subsist almost entirely on 
rice, simply because it is the only thing they have been 
taught to raise, for their climate is well adapted to nearly 
every variety of fruit and vegetable. The money paid 
them for their work while here would be put in circula- 
tion in our own country, which is not always the case 
with aliens. 





ARMY WoMAN. 
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MARINES AND SHIPS. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The “masterly stroke executed by Colonel Richards,” 
Marine Corps, before the Naval Committee, cited in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL Dec. 26, amplifies the best 
of all reasons why marines should be kept off of ships, 
viz., “the vastly increased expense necessary to pay en- 
listed men of the Navy to do the whole work formerly 
done by marines.” By comparison the average pay of the 
one is more than donble that of the other. Yet a greater 
share and a more exact performance of duties was always 
required of the underpaid marine in the new Navy than 
of any other division aboard ship, and his neglects ‘were 
more severely punished. Asleep on watch to a sailor 
meant five days’ bread and water, or less. Asleep on post 
to a marine meant one year imprisonment, or more. It 
was rather discouraging to a man who had done deck 
work with the deck-hands, manned running boats with 
the seamen division, shoveled coal with the coal passers, 
cleaned secondary and main battery guns with the gun- 





ner’s mates, to go to the pay table and to draw less than: 
one-half the amount paid to most of his shipmates, who 
did only their own division duties. When the first order 
issued requiring marines to do any duty for which they 
might be detailed, besides their routine guard duty, it was 
an unfair discrimination against them, as under no emer- 
gency clause could any other men of the ship be detailed 
to lighten the guard’s duty when short of men. And the 
main object seemed to be an effort of interested parties 
to suggest an increase of the corps by thus substituting 
cheaper men with no chance of promotion for better paid 
men who had to serve less than six months before they 
were awarded a higher grade with increased pay. 

It is unnecessary to state that the pastimes enumerated 
above were executed by the soldier to while away the 
sullen tedium of his four to eight hours off post. But 
when he returned to his post duty he was, of course, ex- 
pected to appear tidy and soldierly, while a two- or four- 
hour watch had to be considered as a rest from labor. A 
few of the blessings conferred on the marine aboard ship 
will be missed with great joy by the experienced. Al- 
though a man’s necessary expense was more than doubled 
aboard ship, he was denied the benefits of foreign service 
pay and double time allowed to the land lubber, no mat- 
ter where or how long they may have been together on 
the same foreign station. Bilge water, canned wooley, 
and other delicatessens prepared expressly for the Navy, 
do not fit a modern marine’s appetite. By all means keep 
the marines ashore, now that they are there, and let them 
enjoy fresh air with all the landed privileges.

CAUSE OF SORENESS AMONG GRADUATES. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have just read Captain Hunt’s letter, published in 
your issue of Noy. 28, relative to choice of arms of Serv- 
ice by graduates, and desire to correct some of his misap- 
prehensions. The soreness which “Cadet, 1910,” shows 
is not due to being put into the Infantry, but because 
he feels that graduates are at a disadvantage compared 


with non-graduates as regards choice of arms of the Serv- 
ice. 

This is due to a ruling of the Chief of Staff that grad- 
uates shall be apportioned among the arms of the Serv- 
ice according to the strength of the arms. This results, 
for instance, in seven members of the class of 1908 get- 
ting the Field Artillery. ‘The Field Artillery at present 
offers, or is supposed to offer, excellent chances of pro- 
motion. It has good stations, and has just gained great 
prestige in the Russo-Japanese War. It may, therefore, 
be said to be, superficially at least, the most attractive 
branch of the mobile Army. But a member of the class 
of 1908 graduating below No. 2, had no chance for the 
Field Artillery. On the other hand, six months after we 
graduated, a large number of civilian appointees were 
put in the Field Artillery, among them two men who 
had been discharged out of the class of 1908 for de- 
ficiency in studies. If these men had remained at West 
Point they would have had no show whatever for the Field 
Artillery. To the minds of many of their classmates, they 
have gained by being discharged, certainly not a comfort- 
ing thought to cadets in the middle of their classes. 

In regard to the third paragraph of the Captain’s 
letter, the action complained of has been corrected. There 
are now but three groups of merit at graduation. Those 
recommended for, first, Engineers, Ordnance, Artillery,. 
Cavalry and Infantry; second, Ordnance, Artillery, Cav- 
alry and Infantry; third, Artillery, Cavalry and Infan- 
try. The second group is purely honorary, and the groups 
are no longer even published in the Cadet Register. The 
three-group system has existed since 1900, and the failure 
to publish them since 1905. The Infantry has there- 
fore now no complaint as to the permanent personnel of 
the Academie Board. 

It is difficult to imagine a more effectual method of 
creating an impression among the cadets that the Infan- 
try is undesirable, than the present method of assigning 
graduates, combined with the system of making cadet 
privates of the upper classes attend close order Infantry 
drill in ranks. If every man had his choice of arms of 
the Service, and Infantry drill were made a little more at 
tractive, a few less men might elect the Infantry, but 
that arm would gain enormously in prestige among grad- 
uates. Even now, the knowledge that the Infantry is the 
most active branch of the Service is beginning to have 
its effect. One man who could have had anything except 
the Engineers, and several who could have had any- 
thing except the Engineers and the Field Artillery 
elected the Infantry in 1908. I have not had access to 
the records in writing this article, but I believe that 
I am substantially correct in all my statements.

THE MARINES’ TRANSFER—A SUGGESTION. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The public defense needs and the Infantry has been 
calling for an increase of twenty regiments of Infantry. 
It is doubtful that Congress can be expected now or soon 
to grant nearly so large a call. It is now proposed to 
transfer to the Infantry the marines that are the equiva- 
lent of about ten regiments. Congress is almost sure to 
look with favor upon the proposed transfer as in the in- 
terest of the public service and as partially at least meet- 
ing the needs without any increase of cost to the country. 
The Infantry, notwithstanding its demand and need of in- 
crease, objects to the marines’ transfer on account of the 
block in promotion and the discontent that it will pro- 
duce. May not the objection to the marines’ transfer be 
quieted and the need of the public service for an Infantry 
increase yet be met by first increasing the Infantry by ten 
regiments and then transferring the marines?

By General Orders 208, Dec. 21, it is directed that on 
and after Jan. 1, 1909, commanding officers of all military 
posts and stations and of troops in the field, except in 
Alaska and the insular possessions, telegraph directly to 
the Adjutant General of the Army prompt notification of 
every desertion and of every escape of a military convict. 
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The year 1908 seems likely to go into the history 
of the Coast Artillery as a remarkable one in the 
number of 100 per cent. records by companies of the 
corps. Since the beginning of target practice following 
the winter months nine different companies have made 
a 100 per cent. record. They are the 19th, Capt. A. 
Hasbrouck, stationed at Fort Caswell, North Carolina, 
with 3-inch guns; the 16th, Capt. T. F. Dwyer, sta- 
tioned at Battery Lord, Fort Moultrie, South Carolina, 
also with a 3-inch; the 148th, Capt. R. H. Finner, sta- 
tioned at Fort Baker, Cal., with 5-inch guns; the 44th 
company, Capt. G. T. Connolly, stationed at Fort Wash- 
ington and doing target practice at Battery Eustis; 
the 86th company, Capt. C. N. Condon, stationed at 
Battery Barlow, Fort Wadsworth, and doing target 
work at Fort Wright; the 102d company, Capt. C. B 
Smith, stationed at Fort Adams and performing target 
work at Fort Greble; the 91st company, Capt. L. 8. 
Chappelear, stationed at Jackson Barracks and having 
target practice at Fort Pickens, Florida; the 46th com- 
pany, Capt. Philip Yost, stationed at Fort Strong, Mass., 
the Tist company, Capt. Granville Sevier, stationed at 
Battery William Worth, Fort Casey, Washington. Ex- 
cept where otherwise stated the caliber of guns in making 
these records was 10-inch. When the splendid records 
made by many other companies who come very near ‘to 
the 100 per cent. mark are taken into account some 
basis is available for an estimate as to what account 
the Coast Artillery may be expected to give of itself 
in time of war. The 71st and the 91st companies have 
made the 100 per cent. record twice since last March. 
The score of the 46th company was made in target 
practice at Fort Strong, Mass., on Oct. 13, 1908. The 
practice was held at Battery Hité¢hcock, two 10-inch 
rifles on disappearing carriages. A series of four record 
shots were fired from the two guns in the total elapsed 
time of 1 minute and 53 seconds. Four hits were made 
out of the four shots, the battery scoring slightly over 
one hit per gun per minute. The firing was at the 
regulation 30-foot by 60-foot target, which was moving 
at the rate of 5.2 miles per hour at a mean range of 
5,971 yards. All four of the shots would have passed 
through a vertical rectangle 4 yards high by 7 yards 
wide. Since July 15, 1907, the 46th company, com- 
manded by Captain Yost, has made eighteen hits out of 
twenty shots in four separate practices at moving tar- 
gets. This record attests a high standard of efficiency 
of the 46th company and could only have resulted from 
painstaking and intelligent work. The Chief of Coast 
Artillery has recommended commendation of Capt. Philip 
Yost, Coast Artillery Corps, commanding officer of the 
46th company, Coast Artillery Corps, and the members 
of the 46th company.

The efficiency of the Scout organizations is discussed 
by Brig. Gen. C. L. Hodges, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the Visayas, P.I., in his annual report. 
He believes it is probable the United States will be able 
to keep fewer rather than more white troops in the 
Philippines and upon the scouts must revolve the active 
assistance to the Constabulary. Three companies of the 
Kighth Battalion, stationed at posts in Leyte, suffered 
from beri-beri, but the epidemic was promptly taken in 
hand by the Medical Department. To make these 
auxiliaries efficient a proper organization must be ef- 
fected at once. It is recommended that these scouts be 
kept as nearly ready for the field as possible all the 
time, and to this end housing in wooden buildings is dis- 
couraged, as their quarters should be of the most tem- 
porary character. Once they come to live like white 
troops they may be subject to the white man’s limita- 
tions. Beside, they can always repair damages to a 
nipa house, where they would be practically helpless in 
the case of a damaged wooden structure. General 
Hodges compliments the athletic teams of the 24th In- 
fantry and Co. E, 8th Inf., for winning first places in 
the division meet in January, 1908. The work of the 
Q.M. Department has been highly satisfactory. Land 
transportation is much hampered by the lack of animals. 
Draft and pack mules and riding horses are needed, and 
ten additional teamsters. Tin-lined boxes are suggested 
for the shipping of clothing. The reduction of troops 
by one regiment necessitates the establishment of a 
regimental post at Cebu, Island of Cebu. The subsist- 
ence supplies in the year have been excellent, and the 
present method of distributing fresh fruits from the 
States is greatly appreciated by all. The experiment is 
now being made in Leyte of allowing a scout organiza- 
tion the money value of rations. Enlisted men to the 
number of 119 have been tried by G.C.M. and 1,340 by 
S.C.M., while nine have been before garrison courts. 
Three officers were tried, acquittals resulting in each 
case. There was one legal execution, that of Pvt. Wil- 
liam Taylor, Co. M, 24th Inf., for the murder of 1st 
Lieut. Robert E. Calvert. There could be an improve- 
ment in heliograph and telegraph communication. It 
is recommended that these articles be omitted from the 
field kit: poles and pins while operating in a wooded 
country; blanket or poncho in the discretion of the C.O. 
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The officers of the New York National Guard who 
took part in the joint coast defense exercises of last 
summer appear to be enthusiastic concerning them, to 
judge from their reports, quotations from which are 
given elsewhere. Gen. E. F. Austin, commanding the 
8th Artillery District. N.Y.N.G., recommends that his 
command have a tour of not less than two weeks annu- 
ally. Colonel Bates. 7ist Regt., and Major Thomas 
I. Jackson. 47th N.Y.N.G., concur in this. Capt. E. H. 
Snyder, 47th N.Y.N.G., and 2d Lieut. J. S. Cooper, 
suggest that the state troops should be given permis- 
sion to drill at an Army post at any time with the per- 
mission of the district commander. General Austin 
advises that permanena provision for the Guard ‘be made 
at Forts Totten and Schuyler, including tentage, cots, 
field ranges, ete. He also recommends that there be 
an annual encampment at a distance from home, Plum 
Island preferably, and that there be service practice at 
moving targets, to determine relative proficiency of com- 
panies. Col. W. F. Morris proposes the permanent as- 
signment of state troops to the batteries at Fort Wads- 
worth and drill during good weather on Saturday after- 
noons. He also asks that non-commissioned officers of 
the Regular service be detailed to instruct during the 
indoor period in evenings. Captain Imperatori says that 
no National Guard company should be set at firing un- 
til pronounced. proficient by a Regular officer. Lieut. 
J. S. Cooper further recommends schools be conduct- 
ed at the post for National Guard officers, that there 
be gunners’ examinations and ratings, that the ar- 
mory be equipped with range-finding service and tele- 


phones, that a class in mathematics be conducted at the 
armory for such officers as desire to review such work, 
and that in future the terms “militia” and “militiamen” 
be abandoned for “army supports” or “guardsmen.” 
Of Colonel Whistler’s work, in connection with the ma- 
neuvers, Colonel Bates says: “To Col. G. N. Whistler 
is due the great success of the field exercises. He has 
the clearest conception of any officer I ever met of the 
limitations and capabilities of the National Guard, and 
the arrangement of drills and exercises by him were 
progressive, instructive, and to my mind the very best 
that cculd have been devised. He was very ably aided 
by Capt. H. H. Sheen, the post adjutant. To Lieutenant 
Clark, Post Q.M., the thanks of the regiment are due 
for the able manner in which the camp site was pre- 
pared. Everything was done that was possible to make 
the troops comfortable and contented in camp.”

Deducting the 180,508 votes of Oklahoma, which did 
not vote in the previous Presidential election, Mr. Taft’s 
popular vote was 7,566,986. Mr. Roosevelt’s total in 
1904 was 7,620,337. These totals represent a gain of 
from 350,000 to 400,000 over President McKinley’s vote 
in 1900. The Bryan total in 1908 was 6,283,301. In 
1900 it was 6,360,016. Ex-Judge Parker’s vote in 1904 
fell to 5,079,041. Deducting Oklahoma again the So- 
cialist vote was 398,685, or less than the 402,159 votes 
in 1904. The Prohibition party also lost a little ground. 
The Populist vote in 1908 was 29,108, against 113,259 
in 1904. The Socialist Labor party’s vote was cut from 
33.622 to 14,021. ‘The Independence party polled only 
83,628 votes, so that the minor ticket, as a whole, were 
not so well supported this year as they were four years 
ago. The Republican plurality in 1908 was 1,271,837. 
This was a little less than half the plurality in 1904. 





Although Col. Edgar S. Dudley, of the J.A. General’s 
Department of the Army, does not retire until June 14 
next, speculations as to who is to fill the vacancy his re- 


tirement will create in his department would seem to be 
somewhat premature, but applications for the prospective 
vacaney are numerous. It is understood that an_ officer 
of experience in the work of the J.A. General’s Depart- 
ment has already been decided upon. The officer imme- 
diately following Colonel Dudley in rank, Lieut, Col. 
Harvey C. Carbaugh, does not retire until April 11, 1922, 
and the senior colonel, E. H. Crowder, until a year later.

The following members of the Committees on Military 
Affairs have been appointed members of the Board of 
Visitors to the Military Academy to meet at West Point 
about Jan. 11, 1909.

quire into the needs of the Academy as shown by their 
inspection during the academic year. 
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In connection with the visit of the President to the 
Navy Department, the New York Times says: “Senator 
Hale is reported to have declared his antagonism to any 
appropriation for ships at all at this session, in spite of 
the promise wrung from him in the last session that the 
Naval Committee hereafter would adopt a two-ships-each- 
vear policy. This promise, the Senator is said to believe, 
has been abrogated by the action of the President in advo- 
cating four ships in his recent message to Congress. There 


_will be a fight by the friends of the Administration, but 


the general belief is that the opposition, led by Senator 
Hale, will be able to manipulate the appropriation bills 
so as to shut out all chance of getting the battleship pro- 
gram through. This, of course, is provided Hale deter- 


mines on the action accredited to him. The President’s 
interest in the Navy is duly expressed by his action in 
visiting the Navy Department. He was forced to smash 


another Executive tradition in doing so. President Lin- 
coln called frequently on Secretary Stanton at the War 
Department, and President Grant once visited the Treas- 
ury Department while he was in the White House, These 
are the only two known past cases, however, where a 
President ever visited a subordinate for the consideration 
of transaction of public business.’ 


Capt. Edward B. Cassatt, 13th Cav., has tendered his 
resignation, to take effect March 1, the date when his 
regiment will leave for the Philippines on its third tour 
of service in the islands. Captain Cassatt, on gradua- 
tion from the Military Academy in June, 1893, was as- 
signed to the 2d Cavalry with the rank of 2d lieutenant, 
A few days later he was transferred to the 7th Cavalry, 
and he served with that regiment until his promotion to 
captain April 17, 1903, when he was assigned to the 
18th Cavalry. During the Filipino insurrection he served 
as major of the 27th U.S. Volunteer Infantry. Captain 
Cassatt’s reasons for resigning are said to be connected 
With the administration of the large estate left by his 
father, the late A. J. Cassatt, president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. Business necessities made it im- 
possible for him to perform the work in connection with 
this estate while stationed in the Philippines, and so he 
decided to remain with the regiment up to the latest 
day possible before its departure for the Philippines 


and then leave the Service, and he did so with great re- 
luctance.

Midshipmen serving their two years at sea prior to 
final graduation who have been adversely reported upon 
have been served by the Navy Department with sharp let- 
ters of admonition, which will, it is hoped, awaken. in 
them a proper sense of the responsibility they incur in 
accepting a commission in the Navy. One midshipman 
was told that his case was one of the worst of the sey- 
eral hundred reported upon; another that his lack of zeal 
in the performance of his duties ‘was incredible,” and in 
the case of a third the hope was expressed that his “sloth- 
fulness and lack of interest” were not deliberate. It is 
hoped that the young gentlemen concerned will take the 
hint, for there is no place in the Navy for officers having 
the qualities ascribed to these particular delinquents. 








The memory of Capt. George M. Wheeler, C.E., one 
of the pioneers in American Geological Survey, who in 
the years 1869-1878 made a number of trips through the 
canyon regions of Colorado, is to be perpetuated by a 
monument two miles high. This is not a marble or 
granite shaft, to be sure, but is a portion of the Rio 
Grande National Forest in Colorado, which President 
Roosevelt has by proclamation created the Wheeler Na- 
tional Monument, in honor of a brave Army officer. 
Three hundred acres this memorial covers, and consists 
of canyons, pinnacles, peaks and buttes, caves and 
figures in endless profusion.

C. A. Brand ex- 
ecutive officer, P.A. Paymr. H. W. Browning, commissary 
officer, and Chief Comsy. Steward C. E. Murray; and 
the 50th Co., Coast Art., Fort Wadsworth, N.Y., Capt. 
Alexander Grieg, jr. The latter company had its menu 
in a Christmas book of twenty-four pages, the handi- 
work of Corpl.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Judge Charles Edward Phelps, father of Lieut. Comdr. 
William W. Phelps, U.S.N., died at his home in Balti- 
more, Md., Dec. 27, 1908. He was born in Guilford, Vt., 
May 1, 1833. In the early ’40s his mother, Mrs. Al- 
mira Hart Lincoln Phelps, who had been associated with 
her sister, Mrs. Emma Willard, in the education of young 
women at the Troy Female Seminary, Troy, N.Y., moved 
to Maryland at the invitation of the Episcopal Bishop of 
Maryland to assume charge of the Patapsco Female Sem- 
inary. Charles E. Phelps was sent to Princeton, from 
where he graduated in 1851. The next two years he stud- 
ied Jaw at Harvard, and, after a period of travel in 
Europe, began his law practice in Baltimore. In 1862 
he was mustered in as lieutenant colonel of the 7th Mary- 
land Volunteer Infantry. He succeeded to the colonelcy, 
and commanded the regiment until May 8, 1864, when he 
was wounded at Spottsylvania, while leading the charge 
of the Maryland brigade at Laurel Hill. For his ser- 
vices here he was breveted brigadier general of Volun- 
teers, and was awarded the Congressional medal of honor. 
From ’65 to ’69 Judge Phelps served two terms in Con- 
gress, defeating Henry Winter Davis in ’65; and during 
his second term was a member of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs. In ’69 he returned to his practice of 
the law. In 1877 he was commissioned by the governor 
of Maryland to raise the provisional 8th Regiment, Mary- 
land Militia; organized in consequence of the strikes of 
that period, and disbanded after a few months of service, 
when strike riots subsided. In 1882 he was elected to the 
Baltimore City Supreme Bench for a term of fifteen years 
on a reform ticket. In 1897 he was re-elected for another 
term of fifteen years, being a nominee on all tickets. In 
1903, by special act of the Maryland state legislature, the 
constitutional age limit of seventy years was waived in 
his case to enable the city to continue to have his services 
on the bench. In 1906, his alma mater, Princeton Uni- 
versity, conferred upon him the degree of LL.D. In May. 
1908, by special act of the legislature, he was retired 
from the bench on full pay, owing to the infirmities of 
age. He leaves a widow, four sons and two daughters. 
His eldest son is Lieut. Comdr, W. W. Phelps, U.S.N. 
He was an uncle of Col. Charles A. Phelps Hatfield, 13th 
U.S. Cav., now commanding at Fort Myer, Va.

Patrick T. M. Lathrop, U.S.N., died July 11, 1908, at 
Richmond, Va. 


A correspondent, writing as to the death of 2d Lieut. 
Anton Jurich, jr., 14th U.S. Cav., Nov. 10, 1908, at 
Presidio, Cal., briefly noted in our issue of Nov. 21 last, 
says: “The Service, by the death of Lieutenant Jurich, 
jr., 14th Cav., lost an efficient and valuable officer. Born 
in Austria, Dec. 7, 1872, he came to this country as a 
boy, and first entered the Service as a sergeant in the 
ist South Dakota Regiment, May 17, 1898. His regi- 
ment was one of the first to go to the Philippines and 
was one that saw much active service, and no member 
of it did better service or was more highly recommended 
for bravery than was Lieutenant Jurich. At the battle 
of Pulilan, April 25, 1899, he was conspicuous for the 
bravery displayed in the charge that was made at that 
fight. In the report of this battle made by his regimental 
commander, Colonel Frost said: ‘Sergeant Jurich is rec- 
ommended for a second lieutenaney for conspicuous gal- 
lantry displayed in a hand-to-hand conflict in the trenches 
of Pulilan.’ He was wounded at the battle of Calumpit, 
and was ordered home; had he been able to remain he 
would have been appointed a second lieutenant. This 
wound was eventually the indirect cause of his death, 
as he never recovered from an operation performed in 
February, 1898, to remove some lead that still remained 
in his wound. He was appointed a second lieutenant 
of Cavalry Feb. 2, 1901, and was assigned to the 4th 
Cavalry, and joined at Jefferson Barracks, Mo. He at 
once showed that zeal for work and aptitude for com- 
mand which characterized his entire service. He re- 
turned to the Philippines in January, 1906, and served 
in the Southern Islands much of the time until he was 
transferred to Manila for duty in the Quartermaster’s 
Department in charge of water transportation, He 
served as quartermaster in the expedition ending in 
the battle of Dajo and was highly commended for his 
work. He invariably received the highest commenda- 
tions of his superiors, among those giving him favorable 
reports being Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Gen. Tasker 
Bliss and Col. Hugh Scott. He returned to the United 
States in the fall of 1907 and was, in February, 1908, 
operated on at the General Hospital at San Francisco. 
Diabetes developed rapidly immediately after the opera- 
tion, and he died on Nov. 10, 1908. His too brief career 
was characterized by an unswerving fidelity, a devotion 
to duty, and by an earnest ambition to excel in everything 
he undertook. His private character was gentle and 
noble, and marked by a kindliness toward all with whom 
he came in contact, careful and conscientious in the per- 
formance of every duty with which he was charged, and 
he was beloved by all who knew him, both officers and 
men. He will long be mourned by them as a true, loyal 
officer and friend.” 

Mrs. Anna Carroll Reaume, mother of Mrs. Hugh A. 
Drum, wife of Captain Drum, 23d U.S. Inf., died on 
Dec. 19, 1908, at Indianapolis, Ind., aged sixty-two years, 
after a brief illness. She was the widow of the late 
John A. Reaume, merchant and capitalist, who died four- 
teen years ago. Mrs. Reaume was born in County Clare, 
Ireland, and come to this country with her parents when 
a child. After a brief residence in Cincinnati the family 
moved to Indianapolis. In 1865 the then Miss Carroll 
was married to John A. Reaume at St. John’s Cathedral. 
Mrs. Reaume passed away in the same house that re- 
ceived her as a bride back in the sixties. Three children 
survive. They are Frank Reaume, of New Orleans; 
Mrs. Mary Drum, wife of Capt. H. A. Drum, U.S.A., 
and Miss Anna Reaume. Mrs. Reaume was one of the 
best known and most beloved charity workers in Indian- 
apolis. She was officially connected with the Charity 
Organization Society, the Summer Mission for Sick Chil- 
dren at Fairview, and was vice-president of the Board 
of Childrens’ Guardians. 

Mr. Isaac Walker Maclay, a well known civil engi- 
neer and a former officer of the U.S. Army, who was 
one of those who carried President Lincoln from Ford’s 
theater to the Peterson home on the night of the assas- 
sination by John Wilkes Booth, died at his home in 
Yonkers, N.Y., Dec. 30, 1908. On the night of the 
shooting of President Lincoln Mr. Maclay, then a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the U.S. Army, and two other officers 
from the Washington Arsenal were in the theater. 
After carrying President Lincoln to the building across 
the street, now known as the Lincoln Museum, and 
placing him on a bed, Lieutenant Maclay went for Dr. 
Todd, the President’s family physician, and afterward 
was detailed to guard the home of Secretary Seward. 
Mr. Maclay was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 
1864, was transferred to the Ordnance Department in 
1865, promoted first lieutenant in 1868, and resigned 
from the Army in 1873. 

Mrs. Katherine Weeds, widow of the late Surg. James 
F. Weeds, U.S.A., died at the residence of her daughter, 
Mrs. Joseph E. Durrell, 2620 Highland avenue, Mt. 
Auburn, Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 22, 1908, aged eighty- 
five years.

COURT OF INQUIRY. 
G.O. 206, DEC. 17, 1908, WAR DEP'S. 

This order publishes the results of the court of inquiry of 
which Col. Frederick K. Ward, 7th Cav., is president, and 
Capt. Charles R. Howland, 21st Inf., is recorder, instituted 
by the President in War Department orders of June 9, 1908, 
to inquire into facts connected with a complaint submitted by 
Contract Surg. John L. Burkart, and into such incidents 
and details of the administration and discipline of the post of 
Fort Wayne, Mich., as have been affected by the acts and 
conduct of said Burkhart, and to report its findings of facts 
and an opinion as to what further action, if any, should be 
taken. 

In its findings of facts, the court states in part that, while 
not committing all the offenses and irregularities charged by 
Capt. Peter GQ Field, M.D., in his letter of Jan. 3, 1908, Con- 
tract Surg. John L. Burkhart has, in spite of his ten years’ 
service with the Regular Army, failed to properly appreciate 
or be governed by the standard of conduct required of officers 
of his class, and has committed irregularities subversive of 
discipline, by engaging in improper financial transactions with 
enlisted men, and in the unauthorized procurement of forage 
for certain five (5) horses, the property of himself or his 
brother, A. §S. Burkart, as stated below. The court also 
goes on to say that the commanding officer, Col. Daniel Corn- 
man, 7th Inf., had no knowledge of the beginning of this un- 
authorized and unlawful foraging of horses; that he learned of 
a part of it during its continuance, and advised against it, but 
made no inquiries to learn of its extent, did not prohibit it, or 
tuke any action either of a disciplinary nature or to stop the 
practice; and that the practice was continued after 
come to his (Colonel Cornman’s) knowledge. 

That Capt. Peter ©. Field, M.D.. U.S.A. inaugurated any 
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conducted an investigation at Fort Wayne, Mich, into matters 
not professional, but of an administrative and disciplinary 
character, representing that he was acting by higher authority, 
when, in fact, he had no such valid authority, and continued 
this investigation after his commanding officer distinctly in- 
formed him that he (the commanding officer) did not recog- 
nize this authority; in this investigation he, Capt. Peter C. 
Field, acted in good faith, and under what he mistakenly be- 
lived to be proper authority. He did not make use of “sweat- 
box” or other similar methods, or any method infamous in 
character, nor did he endeavor to induce anyone to make un- 
true statements. J 

Opinion.—5. The court is of the opinion that the following 
further action should be taken: 

a. That the connection of John L. Burkhart, contract sur- 
geon, U.S.A., with the miliary service be terminated. 

b. That Capt. J. J. Toffey, jr., regimental adjutant, 7th 
Inf.; ist Lieut. Robert G, Peck, battalion adjutant, 7th Inf., 
and 2d Lieut. J. C. Moore, battalion quartermaster and com- 
missary, 7th Inf., be informed of the findings of the court, and 
that the transactions in which they were concerned regarding 
horses and forage therefor, were illegal and highly improper, 
and that they be admonished to be more scrupulous in their 
conduct hereafter, and more observant of the high standard 
expected from officers of the Army. This recommendation is 
submitted as the court is of the opinion that more beneficial 
results both as regards these officers and the Army at large 
would thus be secured than if these officers were brought to 
tvial. 

c. That Capt. Charles G. French, regimental quartermaster, 
7th Inf., be brought to trial, for making, as post quartermaster, 
illegal issues of forage. 

d. That Colonel Daniel Cornman, 7th Inf., be brought to 
trial for neglect of duty in not taking steps to stop illegal 
issues of forage when it came to his knowledge that such is- 
sues were being made in his command. . 

e. That Capt. Peter C. Field, M.D., U.S.A., be informed of 
the finding of this court as regards him and admonished that 
his action in continuing an investigation regarding matters as 
to which a post commander is primarily responsible, under 
an authority which the post commander informed him he (the 
post commander) could not recognize, was improper and sub- 
versive of good order and military discipline. 

IL. WAR DEPT., DEC. 9, 1908. 

The proceedings of the court of inquiry convened at Fort 
Wayne, Mich., by direction of the President, on June 9, 
1908, having been submitted to the President, he directs that 
the findings of facts reached by the court be approved, and that 
its specific recommendations be carried into execution, with 
the exception of that relating to Capt. Peter C. Field, M.D., 
U.S.A., which is disapproved.

III. The resort to disciplinary measures which was recom- 
mended by the court has been had, and the results of the trials 
in. the cases of Col. Daniel Cornman, 7th Inf., and Capt. 
Charles G. French, R.Q.M., 7th Inf., have been duly pro- 
mulgated to the Army. The employment of Contract Surgeon 
Burkhart has been terminated by the annulment of his con- 
tract. In the cases of Capt. J. J. Toffey, jr., regimental 
adjutant, 7th Inf.; Ist Lieut. Robert G. Peck, battalion adju- 
tant, 7th Inf., and 2d Lieut. J. C. Moore, battalion Q.M., 7th 
Inf., it is sufficient to say that the Department expects that 
officers of all grades in the military establishment will make it 
their constant endeavor to secure the protection and proper 
application of property and stores provided for public use in 
the operation of the annual acts of appropriation for the support 
of the Army. In the case here presented that expectation has 
not been realized. The officers above named are therefore ad- 
monished that the practices in which they are shown to have 
been engaged are subversive of discipline, highly disregardfu! 
ef the laws and regulations governing the issue of and ac- 
counting for public property, and evince a willful indisposition 
to conform to the reasonable and wholesome standards of pro- 
tessional conduct whieh cannot be tolerated in the military 
service. 

IV. The court of inquiry is dissolved. 





G.O. 208, DEC, 21, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

1. In order that eifective measures may be taken by the 
War Department for the apprehension of deserters and escaped 
military convicts, it is important that in every case the De- 
partment shall be notified of the desertion or escape at the 
earliest possible moment. It is directed, therefore, that on 
and after Jan. 1, 1909, the commanding officers of all military 
posts and stations and of troops in the field, except in Alaska 
and the insular possessions, telegraph directly to The Adjutant 
General of the Army prompt notification of every desertion 
and of every escape of a military convict occurring within the 
respective commands of such commanding oflicers. This tele- 
graphic notification having been sent in any case, further no- 
tification will not be required in that case under paragraph 
i18, Army Regulations. 

The telegraphic reports required by this order will be as 
concise as possible and for purposes of identification will give, 
in the case of a deserter the name of the man, his rank, the 
vrganization from which he deserted, the date of his enlist- 
ment, and the date and place of his desertion; and in the case 
of an escaped military convict, the name of the man, the des- 
ignation of the organization of which he was a member at the 
date of his conviction, and the date and place of his escape 
from confinement. The forms of these telegraphic reports 
will be substantially as follows: “The Adjutant General, 
Washington, D.C. Robert Roe, private, Troop A, First Cav- 


alry, enlisted July first, nineteen eight, deserted January 
twenty-second, nineteen nine, Fort Assinniboine, Montana. 
Smith, Commanding.” “The Adjutant General, Washington, 


D.C. Convict John Doe, formerly Company B, Second In- 
fantry, escaped January fifteenth, nineteen nine, Fort Sheri- 
dan, Illinois. Jones, Commanding.” Should there be reason 
to believe in any case that the deserter or the escaped military 
conviet will be found at any particular place, the words “prob- 
ably at or “probably going to——,"” should be added 
to the telegram. 

Paragraph 131, Army Regulations, will not be construed as 
requiring a delay of ten days before reporting as a deserter any 
man in whose case there is satisfactory ground for believing 
that he is a deserter. Troop, battery, company, and detach- 
ment commanders are enjoined, therefore, to make immediate 
and thorough inquiry in the case of every man reported ab- 
sent without leave and to report the absentee as a deserter 
immediately upon obtaining evidence that appears te be con- 
clusive of his intention not to return. Commanders of military 
posts and stations and of troops in the field are enjoined 
to give especial attention to these cases and to adopt such 
proper corrective measures as may be necessary whenever 
it is found there has been unnecessary delay on the part 
of subordinate commanders in making reports required by this 
order. 

2. In order that efforts shall not be made needlessly for the 
apprehension of deserters or escaped military convicts who have 
been returned to military control, it is directed that, whenever 
a deserter or an escaped military convict surrenders or is de- 
livered at any military post or station or to any command in 
the field, the commanding officer thereof shall make imme- 
diate report of the facts, by mail, directly to The Adjutant 
General of the Army. That report will show whether the de- 
serter or convict surrendered or was apprehended, the date 
and place of surrender or delivery, and if the man was ap- 
prehended, the name, and the official status, if any, of the per- 
son who apprehended and delivered him to the military 
authorities.

1. In order to retain the gray blankets in use as long as they 
are in. serviceable condition, since they form an expensive 
item of equipment, and to insure a uniform outfit for each 
organization, issues of the olive drab blankets, on requisitions, 
will be made to ordnance officers of military posts at which 
cavalry or field artillery organizations are stationed. The 
first organization at such a post needing saddle blankets will, 
after those on hand shall have been subjected to the action 
of an inspector, turn in to the ordnance officer all gray blan- 
kets that are pronounced serviceable and will receive a com- 
plete equipment of olive drab blankets. 

2. The gray blankets in the hands of the ordnance officer 
will under the same conditions be issued to other organiza- 
tions requiring blankets, until the supply is exhausted and it 
becomes necessary to equip a second organization with the 
olive drab blankets, utilizing the serviceable gray blankets 
turned in by the second organization in the same manner. 
When the last organization at a post shall have received its 
equipment of the olive drab blankets the post ordnance officer 
will report through usual channels the number of serviceable 
gray blankets remaining in his possession and request instruc- 
tions as to their disposition.

Sir: I desire to invite your attention to Circular No. 37, 
Headquarters, Philippines Division, current series. 

The information contained in that circular has been verified, 
and it is entirely clear that all commercial papers or other 
negotiable instruments, including checks, drafts, notes, etc., 
which pass by indorsement in the Philippine Islands, must, 
under the local law, bear the date of such indorsement. In 
view of the fact that there must be numerous cases of officers 
now on duty in the United States who have not received the 
circular mentioned, and yet who have occasion to send to the 
Philippine Islands either in a personal or public capacity in- 
struments of the nature stated, it is recommended that the 
information contained in Circular No. 37 be published in a 
circular to the Army for the information of all concerned.

The staid routine of affairs in the Navy Department 
in general and in the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, in particular, was pleasantly disturbed the morn- 
ing of Dec. 30, by the startling intelligence that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had laid down the cares of state and 
stepped over to the Bureau with Secretary Newberry 
and Admiral Pillsbury, and a number of officers to look 
over the plans and models that had been prepared for 
the battleships that it is expected Congress will author- 
ize this winter. The officers who were also with the 
party were the Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, and Capts. John C. Fremont, Cameron McR., 
Winslow, James M. Helm and Comdr. Albert P. Nib- 
lack, who are in Washington attending a conference in 
regard to the proposed physical tests for officers of the 
Navy. At the end of the conference the conversation 
drifted to the subject of the naval program, and it was 
happily suggested by Admiral Pillsbury that it would in- 
terest the President to examine the plans in the Bureau 
of Construction for the new ship. The President was 
quick to accept the suggestion, and soon was leading the 
way across to the State, War and Navy building. The

party went to the drafting room of the Bureau in the 
basement of the building, and there the President had 
the pleasure of seeing four different types of battleships 
in plans and models. The special purpose of the ex- 
amination was to make a comparative estimate of the 
plans with reference to the use of 14-inch guns. The 
four types as shown in plans and models were a 23,500- 
ton ship with twelve 12-inch guns, a 22,000-ton ship 
carrying eight 14-inch guns, and two different plans for 
a 20,000-ton ship carrying ten 12-inch guns. The plan 
for the 14-inch guns provides four turrets with two of 
the huge guns in each. The two plans for:the 20,000- 
ton ship differ in the width of the armor belt, in the 
refrigerating system to cool the magazines, and in 
the arrangement of the batteries. The President shared 
the doubt as to the wisdom of undertaking the use of 
the 14-inch, and repeatedly expressed his satisfaction 
with the plans and model for the ship carrying twelve 
12-inch guns for the reason that it carries the best cali- 
ber yet tried out in practice, and enough of them to 
match any ship afloat with the advantage of broadside 
or differentiated fire. It is understood that this plan is 
for the ship to be named the Oklahoma. The sister ship 
is to be called the Wyoming. The old Wyoming, which 
is now at Mare Island awaiting to be sent on a cruise 
to try her oil burners, will on Jan.:1 become the Chey- 
enne under a recent order by the Secretary of the Navy. 





Coal is always an interesting subject to a Navy mar. 
Rear Admiral W. S. Cowles, U.S.N., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Equipment, gave instructive details as to the 
Navy coal pile in various parts of the world at a hear- 
ing of the House Committee on Naval Affairs on Dee. 8. 
About 150,000 tons are usually kept at Manila, but only 
60,000 are left after the Battleship Fleet’s visit. At 
Yokohama there was a supply of 8,000 tons, and at 
Honolulu 30,000 tons. The Batan Islands (P.I.) coal 
has not proved satisfactory for large warships. It is 
found that there is a little deterioration in coal stored 
in open piles in the tropics. Most of the coal at Cavite 
is outdoors. Chinese coal is not serviceable. Experi- 
ments in burning oil for fuel are beginning with a ship 
on the Pacific coast, under charge of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering. It is not possible, in the Admiral’s 
opinion, to get enough Japanese coal. If we were over 
there and ran short, they might give it to us, but they 
would not sell in any large quantity. On the Pacific 
coast there are coaling stations at Sitka, Honolulu, Cali- 
fornia City Point, San Diego, Bremerton and Mare 
Island. Alaska would make a better coaling station 
than the Aleutian Islands. A large station, say at 
Kiska, would be able to cover the northern Pacific. 
Efforts are making to find coal in Alaska. Some sam- 


ples have been tested and have given good results. 
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THE SOCIAL SIDE OF MILITIA SERVICE. 

The social features of National Guard organizations in 
the future have been studied by Lieutenant Colonel 
Weaver, U.S.A., Chief of the Division of the Militia Af- 
fairs. He believes that hitherto there has been a subor- 
dinating of the strict military objectives of militia organi- 
zations to the club and social aspect of citizen soldiery. 
He thinks this has been due less to wilful desire than 
to inadequate means and ineffective state laws, making 
efficiency well-nigh impossible. ‘The reverse of this se- 
quence, he says, should be sought hereafter and military 
questions and military efficiency should be predominant. 
A survey of conditions in the organized militia of the 
United States gives rise to the belief, he thinks, that mili- 
tia organizations are in a state of transition in this mat- 
ter. In some regiments in some states, “the balance of 
relations between military and social functions seems to 
be all that is desired. In other regiments in these states, 
and in all the forces in some states, the main objective 
seems to be social. The War Department feels its influ- 
ence should be exerted to assist the military authorities 
by advice and suggestion in modifying these social and 
military relations so that the best organizations may be 
made more prominent as standards of comparison with 
the poorer organizations and that the latter may be en- 
couraged to adopt the methods and to move progressively 
toward the standards of efficiency of the former. 

This we would supplement with the suggestion that 
there should never be lost to sight the question of militia 
recruiting under the present laws. There is always the 
danger of lessening the social side of the state military 
to a point where recruiting will be at a standstill. It is 
true that the 69th New York for many years kept up efli- 
ciency while quartered in a rattletrap building, but it is 
not likely that many other regiments could have thrived 
so under such adverse conditions. The few social affairs 
the regiment could then have were a marked force in hold- 
ing the organization together. Now that a large and fine 
modern armory is at the disposal of the men of the 69th 
for social and athletic purposes a better class of recruits 
is obtainable. In the old days, under the depressing in- 
fluence of congested, unsanitary and unsocial surround- 
ings, it was hard to get recruits and there was not the 
opportunity to pick and choose that exists now. 

Doubtless there will be found many acquainted with 
the conditions of recruiting in the National Guard who 
will object to making insignificant the social side of the 
citizen soldier’s armory life. They may ask whether it is 
not the states possessing the finest armories with mani- 
fold opportunities for social activities that have the most 
efficient regiments. Life is different now from what it 
was years ago, so far as social attractions are concerned. 
Athletic and social clubs now flourish by the score where 
they were practically unknown several decades ago. A 
person probably as well qualified as anybody in the Unit- 
ed States to pass judgment on the recruiting of the or- 
ganized militia, to whom we spoke of the social side of 
the Guardsman’s life, replied that even in the Regular 
Army of late years steps have been taken to increase the 
social life of the enlisted men. The “soldiers’ dances” 
are marked features of life at the barracks, while libra- 
ries, gymnasiums, billiard or pool tables have been multi- 
plied for the garrison life of Regulars with only benefi- 
cent results. Billiard and pool tables are shipped with 
troops when they change post, even to the most remote 
districts. The Y.M.C.A. has assisted in brightening the 
enlisted man’s life with amusements and social diversions, 
although the government is doing much in that direction. 
The organized militia seems to have been proceeding along 
similar lines. Squadron A, the crack Cavalry organiza- 
tion of New York city, has its polo ground in Van Cort- 
landt Park with club house and stables, and where mem- 
bers can keep their own horses, while Squadron ©, of 
Brooklyn, has a summer home of several hundred acres 
down on Long Island, which is used by the members as a 
summer resort. The 71st New York has decided to pur- 
chase an athletic field of its own. These organizations, 
cavalry and infantry, are among the best in the organized 
militia of New York or any other state, 

The citizen who goes into the National Guard pays for 
the privilege, and in attending to his military duties 
through a winter season he gives up much of his time and 
takes himself away from many social diversions. Com- 
manding officers have thought it only fair to give him in 
return social pleasures within the armory. The 23d Regi- 
ment of Brooklyn, N.Y., some years ago abolished dancing 
after reviews, but it was found that this injured recruit- 
ing, and dancing has been restored as a post-review fea- 
ture. It is.not to be understood that dancing thus pro- 
vided is for the gratification especially of the men of the 
regiment. ‘The chief purpose is to attract and interest 
outside young men in the organization to a point where 
they will become recruits. This question of “balancing 
the relations of military and social functions,” as Colonel 
Weaver happily phrases it, is a delicate one and has en- 
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gaged the attention and study of officers with a wide 
knowledge of militia conditions, who often have expressed 
the opinion that any drastic excision of social functions 
would practically kill recruiting in the National Guard. 
The assimilating of the National Guard to the Army has 
made the work of the militiamen more exacting than 
ever, and, it is claimed, there must be a corresponding in- 
crease in the attractions of armories to offset this. One 
of the first officers to advocate the policy of equipping 
National Guard armies with clubhouse features was Col. 
Thomas H. Barber, a graduate of the U.S. Military 
Academy, who served for years in the Artillery and later 
became colonel of the 12th Regiment of New York N.G. 
and A.G, of that state. 

The recent enactment of the Vermont Legislature giv- 
ing pay to the Vermont National Guard for attendance 
at the required number of drills, ete., and also creating 
military scholarships at Norwich University, the mili- 
tary college of Vermont, is the best bill we have seen of 
its kind, safeguarding the state in specifying the char- 
acter of the drills, requiring a two-thirds actual attend- 
ance, and providing a means whereby the individual 
member of the National Guard may be held to responsi- 
bility for loss or damage to property. It also provides 
that the rate of pay shall be at the rate of the Regular 
Army, so as to give to the officers, on whom the principal 
burdens fall, a higher rate of pay, and affording to the 
National Guard any increases in pay which may here- 
after be granted to the Army. Of course the payments 
are to be made from the state treasury. Norwich Uni- 
versity, the military college of Vermont, is the only mili- 
tary school in the United States whose students are 
made an actual part of the National Guard. Every 
cadet is enlisted in the National Guard of Vermont, the 
qualifications of enlistment being those required by the 
regulations of the War Department for the organized 
mnilitia, as to age, physical requirements, etc. The offi- 
cers of the university are commissioned and hold actual 
rank in the National Guard, thus placing them in a posi- 
tion of direct military responsibility to the state. They 
are paid at the rates provided for other members of the 
National Guard for like grade. One of the conditions 
of attendance at the university is that this pay from 


the state shall be turned over to the university for ex- . 


penditure for the military department, in the keeping up 
of equipment, mounts for cavalry and artillery drill, etc., 
and for subsistence and transportation in actual field 
service of which ten days is required each year. By ex- 
tending to companies of the National Guard free scholar- 
ships at the university, the state has enabled members 
of the Guard to secure four years of advanced military 
and academic training at the university, and still retain 
their rank and standing in their home organizations. The 
act brings the National Guard and the university into 
close relationship, and makes the institution the real 
military college of the state. 
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THE EARTHQUAKE IN ITALY. 

The daily papers are giving as full accounts as can be 
obtained :of the catastrophe shocking the world, which 
has destroyed the cities of Messina and Reggio in South- 
earthquake lasting thirty-two seconds, followed by an 
enormous tidal wave and fires which destroyed the 
the debris of the houses shaken from their foundations 
by the earthquake. The ‘story is thus briefly told in 
a despatch from the Italian Minister of War in giving 
orders to the military authorities, who have practically 
taken absolute control throughout the zone of the earth- 
quake: “This disaster has resulted in a greater loss of 
life than any of our wars for independence. Indeed, 
the situation is :much worse, as, while war always is 
preceded by a period of preparation, this has happened 
within forty seconds. While war affects only the young 
and strong among the people, the :present calamity has 
mowed down women and children, old men and youths. 
While in war the armies are followed by the most :com- 
plete camp hospitals, the numberless wounded in Cala- 
bria and Hastern Sicily have been left :in many cases 
forty-eight hours without assistance. Even when res- 
cued, it is impossible to house them, everything avail- 
able having been filled: by the dead. Lack of care and 
starvation will complete the work that the forces of 
nature have left undone.” According to a tabular state- 
ment published in the New, York Times of Dec. 31, the 
number of dead in a population of 185,000 is 157,425, 
or 85 per cent., distributed as follows: Messina, 90,000; 
Reggio, 40,000; Bagnara, -1,000; Seminara, 2,000; Santa 
Eufemia, 1,600; Palmi, 8,000; Pizzo, 3,325; Gazziri, 
1,000; San Giovanni, 500; other towns, 10,000. 

As in all such cases reliance for relief is upon the or- 
ganized forces of the army and navy and officers and crews 
of foreign ships of war, as well as those of Italy, are 
described as performing prodigies in succoring the living, 
burying the dead, and restoring order over the large 
section of Southern Italy, now in a state of chaos, but 
the task before them is almost hopeless. Added to the 
difficulty of obtaining food and water, there are no drugs 
or surgical appliances. Heartbreaking appeals for help 
are heard on every side, to which only the most inade- 
quate response is possible. Temporary hospitals are 
being fitted up, but only a comparatively few can be re- 
lieved, and the scenes of horror defy description. Mes- 
sina is described as appearing like a huge glowing fur- 
nace. The fire spread to the buildings which had not 
yet fallen, completing the work of destruction. The 


Strait of Messina is now cheked with corpses of men 
At last accounts there were twelve war- 


and animals, 
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ships at Messina, four Italian, four British and four 
Russian, as well as a number of destroyers and merchant 
steamers. The injured are being carried aboard the 
steamers and will be taken to Naples. 

President Roosevelt has decided, if the Italian govern- 
ment will assent, to order the Battleship Fleet to make all 
speed for Sicily to render every possible aid in the earth- 
quake district. Secretary Newberry held a conference 
Dec. 31 with Secretary Root, and arranged the details 
for the movement. Rear Admiral Pillsbury, U.S.N., has 
directed the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts to make 
every possible arrangement to place the supplies of the 
fleet at the disposal of relief agencies. The fleet was ex- 
pected to reach Port Said about Jan. 6. Four ships will 
be sent through the Suez Canal a day ahead of the other 
vessels of the fleet, and will be able to cover the distance 
from Suez to Sicily in two days. These orders will make, 
it necessary to rearrange a large part of the itinerary of 
the fleet. 

It is believed that a large part of the reserve stores on 
our sixteen battleships could be used for the relief of the 
earthquake sufferers. The Culgoa now at Suez has only 
a reduced cargo of supplies. The Celtic left New York 
Dee. 31 for Gibraltar with a cargo of general supplies, 
but she could not reach Messina in less than twenty-seven 
or twenty-eight days. Her time to get to Gibraltar at 
a ten-knot speed is seventeen days. Doubt is expressed 
of the willingness of the Italian government to allow the 
bluejackets of the fleet to police any part of the earth- 
quake region. 

Word was received in Portland, Me., Dec. 29, that Ma- 
jor Gen, Charles B. Hall, U.S.A., retired, a former Port- 
jand man, probably is at the scene of the earthquakes in 
Sicily. General Hall and his family planned to pass 
Christmas week on that island. Whether he was in any 
of the towns affected has not yet been learned. 

Among the American travelers now reported to be in 
Italy are Mrs. D. M. Key and the Misses: Key, mother 
and sisters of Comdr. Albert L. Key, U.S.N., command- 
ing the scout cruiser Salem, and Prof.:and Mrs. Raphael 
Pumpelly, of Newport. 


PHYSICAL TESTS FOR NAVAL OFFICERS. 

The order setting forth the character of the physical 
tests that have been decided on for Navy officers is in 
course of preparation by Rear Admiral Pillsbury and will 
be promulgated in a few days. 

A conference was held at the White House December 
50 by direction of the President to consider these tests, 
and after a carefui inquiry into the matter the President 
ordered that the tests be as nearly as consistent with cir- 
cumstance like those of the Army. There had been a 
disposition to make the requirements lighter at the be- 
ginning than was evidently the President’s wish. After 
several weeks’ deliberation on the matter the Department 
officials reached the conclusion that the tests that have 
been insisted on in the Army would lead to numerous re- 
tirements and this in view of the annual elimination of 
officers by the personnel board was deemed undesirable. 
The President, however, took the view that the entire 
Service needed the tests. He talked the matter over 
with Secretary Newberry, Rear Admiral Pillsbury, Sur- 
geon General Rixey, Capt. John C. Fremont, Capt. Cam- 
eron MeR. Winslow, Capt. J. M. Helm and Comdr. A. P. 
Niblack, and a majority of these advisers agreed that it 
was not requiring too much to follow the tests to which 
the officers of the Army have been subjected. It is ex- 
pected that the order will provide that all officers in every 
grade may elect to walk fifty miles, to ride on horseback 
ninety miles in three days, thirty iniles to be accom- 
plished each day, or to ride one hundred miles in three 
days on a bicycle. Ensigns and midshipmen will not 
be included. All flag officers will be included. Tho 
tests will not begin until the first of next July. 

It is not expected that officers stationed in the tropics or 
in circumstances where it is obviously impracticable 
for the tests, will be required to take them. For instance, 
officers stationed in the Southern Philippines would not 
be permitted to walk fifty miles inland and horseback 
rides or bicycle expeditions would be absolutely impossible. 
There was a general expectation that the order would 
be out on December 30, but on further consideration 
Secretary Newberry and Rear Admiral Pillsbury de- 
cided to take time to ascertain whether it was desira- 
ble to include in the order all officers of the Navy or not. 
In the Army tests only field officers in the grades of ma- 
jor, lieutenant colonel and colonel were ordered to take 
the tests. If only the corresponding grades in the Navy 
are to be required to undergo the tests rear admirals and 
all grades from lieuetnant down would be exempt, leay- 
ing the trouble entirely to lieutenant commanders, com- 
manders and captains. 
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The recommendation of the Secretary of the Navy 
that a Medical Reserve Corps be created for the Navy 
on lines similar to the law enacted at the last session 
of Congress for the establishment of such a corps for 
the Army is already meeting with the cordial approval 
of the medical press. The New York Medical Record 
says that the “Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the 
Navy Department has not been slow to perceive the 
advantages of the new Army Medical Reserve Corps.” 
As to the bill for a reserve corps, which in his last report 
the Surgeon General of the Navy said the Bureau in- 
tended to prepare, the Record says there should be 
no doubt of the favorable action by Congress on such 





a bill, for there are no mistakes in the organization of 
the Army Reserve Medical Corps to deter the naval 
Medical Department from entering upon a similar 
course. “As at present constituted,” it says, “the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy is remarkably 
efficient, and any bill framed by it will be thoroughly 
entitled to enactment by Congress.’”’ Now that Con- 
gress is in session the exact words of Surgeon General 
Rixey, U.S.N., in his annual report on this, called at- 
tention to the fact that nobody is being trained in or 
made familiar with the conditions and requirements of 
naval service, and that there is no individual surgeon 
or body of surgeons subject to call or that can confident- 
ly be relied upon to come to the assistance of the Medi- 
ial Department of the Navy in case of sudden need. 
“The Army,” he said, ‘“‘should be emulated in the atten- 
tion it is giving to this broad and important question 
and in the provisions which they have so successfully 
obtained at the hands of Congress. The Navy cannot 
safely ignore the need to develop the Naval Militia in 
its medical branch, as well as others, as an organized 
reserve force, and every effort to secure proper pro- 
visions to this end at the hands of Congress will be well 
expended.” On this subject of instruction of candidates 
for commissions, referred to above, a foot-note in the 
report makes this explanation: “Hereafter candidates 
for admission to the Medical Corps of the U.S. Navy 
will be examined only for and will enter as acting as- 
sistant surgeons, and on Oct. 1 following they will be 
ordered to the Naval Medical School for a period of six 
months’ instruction. At the expiration sf this tour of 
duty the whole class will be examined for the position 
of assistant surgeon, the standing of each in the class 
during the school term being taken into consideration and 
fixing the individual standing in relation to the officers 
of the corps for all times in so far as rank is concerned.” 





A medical officer of the Army asks this pertinent 
question: “Is it a fact that troops are to be taken di- 
rectly from a two-and-a-half years’ tour in the tropics 
and quartered on transports in the raw, bleak winds of 
the Potomac in the first days of March, and then 
marched in the Inaugural Parade, without having had 
a chance to replace their cotton clothes with woolen, 
so necessary even to those accustomed to Washington’s 
trying climate? Have the words of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral on the prevalence of pulmonary diseases, tuberculosis 
and pneumonia, fallen upon deaf ears?” 





During a visit to Detroit Secretary Newberry, of the 
Navy Department, was reported as saying in a newspaper 
interview: “Heretofore the General Board has been lim- 
ited to the designing and construction of new vessels. 
In the future it shall perform any duties I assign to it. 
I want to also develop the General Board into a larger 
and more experienced body which will be thoroughly 
representative of every branch of the Service, and make 
a staff as near as possible, without legislation, similar 
to the General Staff of the Army. It will be a sort 
of advisory board to me in matters that require technical 
or experienced advice. I will take up the General Board 
matter in a few weeks.” In another interview the Sec- 
retary said: “I cannot with propriety advise Congress 
what to do unless I were asked for my views, but as a 
citizen interested in commerce and public policies it 
seems to me that we could create a merchant marine by 
making it an auxiliary to our Navy. If we ever go to 
war we shall require merchant ships in which to transport 
troops, to carry coal, to act as despatch bearers and 
scouts, to be used for hospitals and for many other pur- 
poses. If we have no ships of our own we shall be com- 
pelled te buy them in foreign countries. Then, too, a 
well developed merchant marine would give the United 
States a large body of trained men for service on war- 
ships in the event of trouble. In my judgment a respect- 
able merchant marine is one of the really big questions 
of the day—ships which will fit the Navy and which will 
earn every dollar paid to them by the United States in 
time of peace as well as in time of war. Americans are 
generous, but they want service or value for all the money 
they spend.”

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Secretary Newberry has this week taken a decisive step 
toward the consolidation of the Bureaus of Steam Engi- 
neering and Construction and Repair by appointing Chief 
Constructor Capps, the Chief of the Construction Bureau, 
to be Acting Chief of Steam Engineering. This action 
is entirely within the authority of the Secretary and 
meets the approval of the President. Rear Admiral Bar- 
ton having, on account of ill health, desired to be retired, 
offered the opportunity of accomplishing the consolidation 
without the inconvenience of disturbing any officer or dis- 
appointing any worthy ambition. The work of the two 
bureaus is germane and there is good reason to expect 
that Secretary Newberry’s decision will speedily prove its 
wisdom. As to the ability of Admiral Capps, there can be 
no question.

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RETURN OF TROOPS FROM CUBA. 


We published Dec. 19, page 438, the order directing 
the changes of station for the troops now serving in 
Cuba. About one-half of the 1st Provisional Regiment 
of marines, numbering about 900, now concentrating at 
Camp Columbia, will sail from Havana Jan. 1 on the 
U.8.8. Prairie. The Prairie will return about the mid- 
dle of the month. 

Headquarters, Companies A, B, C, D, 28th Infantry, 
wili embark on the transport Sumner at Matanzas Dec. 
31, thence proceed to Havana and embark Companies 
IF, G, H and E. The Sumner will sail from Havana 
Jan. 1 for Newport News, the ultimate station of these 
companies being Fort Snelling. 

From that time on, the Sumner and McClellan will 
be employed in the embarkation at intervals of the re- 
mainder of the army. Battery I, 3d Field Artillery, 
and the 15th Cavalry will sail on Feb. 2. The head- 
quarters army, 11th Cavalry, the Mountain Artillery 
and 5th Infantry will leave Havana about Feb. 27 for 
Newport News. It is the intention that all of these 
shall appear in the inaugural parade at Washington. 

Two companies of Engineers and two battalions of 
the 17th Infantry, under Colonel Pitcher, will remain 
at Camp Columbia until April 1, which will complete 
the evacuation. 

The embarkation of the troops will be effected with 
as little ceremony as possible. The purpose in deferring 
the departure of a portion of the 17th Infantry until 
April 1 is probably to keep the barracks and quarters in 
good order until it is possible to turn over to the Cuban 
authorities a model camp for occupation by the new 
permanent army under command of Gen. Pino Guerra, 
the nucleus of which will be formed, it is intended, with 
the present corps of Cuban artillery and 1,000 mem- 
bers of the rural guard. 

Cubans, with the exception of a few who profess to 
fear that disorder will follow the evacuation of the isl- 
and, are greatly pleased at the departure of the Ameri- 
can forces as marking the complete establishment of 
independence. All show the kindest feelings toward 
the troops. An evidence of this was given Christmas 
eve, when the Mayor of Manzanillo, the city authorities 
and hundreds of citizens escorted a battalion of marines 
to the steamer sailing from Havana and cheered the de- 
parting troops. The American officers and men are re- 
joicing that they will soon be homeward bound, after the 
long and tedious occupation. Especially is this true in 
the case of those who have for more than two years 
been garrisoning the small posts throughout the interior. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In a case where two enlisted men of the 4th Cavalry 
failed to receipt for forty-six meals furnished to them 
ou an order issued by Major Hugh J. Gallagher, C.S., 
U.S.A., the Comptroller accepts the fact that the order 
was in the possession of the master of the transport as 
sufficient evidence that he furnished the meals charged. 

The Comptroller declines to allow Miss Mahel ‘Tid- 
ball’s claim for longevity pay for the cadet service of 
her father, General Tidball, holding that the conditions 
authorizing the reopening an account settled by a previ- 
ous ‘accounting officer do not exist in this case. 

Surgeon Kallock, of the Marine Hospital Service, 
wishes to purchase a new Remington typewriter, giving 
his old typewriter in part payment. The Comptroller 
decides that ‘“‘this should be done by taking a voucher 
for the agreed value of the new typewriter and allowing 
a credit thereon for the agreed value of the old one. 
The balance should be paid to the Remington Type- 
writer Company, and the agreed value of the old one at 
the same time covered into the Treasury to the credit 
of miscellaneous receipts. (87 MS., Comp. Dec., 369, 
373: 6 Comp. Dec., 884.)” 

Lieut. Col. John Willis, C.E., U.S.A., while returning 
from the Philippines on leave of absence, obtained in- 
formation of considerable value as to the defenses of a 
number of ports which he touched and which he believes 
entitled him to payment for mileage. In deciding on this 
claim, Assistant Comptroller Mitchell says: “The officer 
came from the Philippine Islands to the United States 
while on the leave of absence granted him. He traveled 
via the Suez Canal. It appears from the evidence sub- 
mitted that he was at Atlanta, Ga., when he received the 
order of Feb. 10, 1908, directing his change of station 
from the Philippine Islands to Cleveland, Ohio. The dis- 
tance from such place to the new station is less than the 
distance from the old to the new station. In view of the 
provisions of the Act of June 12, 1906, supra, I am of 
opinion that Lieutenant Colonel Mills is only entitled to 
mileage from Atlanta, Ga., to Cleveland, Ohio. It does 
pot appear that the officer was placed on duty by any 
proper military authority while en route to the United 
States on his leave of absence, and therefore I do not 
think that he is entitled to mileage for such journey so 
performed.” 

In the case of a claim by Capt. F. M. Barber, U.S.N., 
for reimbursment for taxes paid to the French govern- 
ment while on special duty in Paris, Assistant Comp- 
troller Mitchell says: “When claimant, a retired naval 
officer, received the above order placing him on active 
duty, he was residing in Paris, France, and continued to 
reside there until detached from said duty. While em- 
ployed under said order he was entitled to the pay and 
allowances of an officer of the active list of the grade 
from which he was retired, including ten per centum. in- 
crease of pay for shore duty beyond seas, and to reim- 
bursement of expenses incurred in performing such travel 
as was necessary in the proper performance of the duties 
assigned him, but I know of no law which authorizes upon 
the facts stated the reimbursement of taxes paid by him 
while on said duty.” 

Privates Charles M. Keihl and Harry Morgan, Troop 
G, 8th Cav., claimed reimbursement for property de- 
stroyed by fire on soldiers’ station at Norris, Feb. 15, 
1908. A board certified to the claims and the Auditor 
of the Treasury forwarded warrants for the amount to 
Keihl and Morgan in care of their command and these 
were returned June 16, 1908, to the Treasury by Major 
Allen, commanding Fort Yellowstone, Wyo., with a letter 
from Captain Bigelow, in which the Captain says: “From 
investigations made subsequent to the one made immedi- 
ately following the fire there is little doubt that the 
two ex-soldiers, Morgan and Keihl, were directly respon- 
sible for the burning of the house. One of their motives 
seems to have been vindictiveness toward the non-com- 
missioned officer in charge, who was absent at the time 
of the fire, making a patrol toward the Canyon. This in- 
formation was obtained after the termination of enlist- 





ment of the men in question. It is also believed that their 
certificates of losses were false and that they are subjects 
for the penitentiary rather than for compensation by 
the government. The location of these men is unknown. 
William G. Simmons deserted, robbed a ranch house be- 
low this post in the Yellowstone Valley, and is now serv- 
ing a sentence for the same in the Deer Lodge Peniten- 
tiary. For these reasons the checks are returned.” 

In deciding the claim of Morgan, the Comptroller says: 
“This case is identical in all respects with that of Charles 
M. Keihl, private, Troop G, 8th U.S. Cav., this day de- 
cided by me. The evidence adduced and fully set forth 
in that case applies to this claimant as well. The explicit 
statement is now made by the military authorities that 
claimant could have saved his own property if he had 
been so disposed, and this, with the other facts alleged 
against him which tend to cast a strong suspicion upon 
him that he, along with Keihl, was responsible for the 
fire, precludes his recovery as claimed under the Act of 
March 3, 1885. I am of opinion that the claimant is not 
entitled to reimbursement as claimed by him and that 
= erount allowed by the Auditor should now be disal- 
owed. 

The Simmons referred to also put in a claim for losses 
os Se same fire, which is disallowed on account of his 
esertion. 
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DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


In answer to an inquiry from the disbursing officer 
of a state, he was informed that the payment of a 
civilian employee as range keeper or caretaker of a 
target range of the militia acquired from funds ad- 
vanced to the state under Sec. 1661, Rev. Stat., as 
amended, is a legitimate charge against that appropria- 
tion, but that this office is not in a position to state 
definitely what should be allowed for the payment of 
such an employee. 

On inquiry of the adjutant general of a state with 
regard to the design of insignia to be worn on the caps 
of officers of the militia, and to the wearing of the 
United States Coat of Arms on the cap, he was informed 
that in a previous similar case the Secretary of War 
approved the opinion of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army to the effect that “the uniform of the militia 
is not prescribed by the War Department, this being a 
matter which is wholly within the control of the state 
or territorial authorities. There is no authority of law, 
however, for placing the United States Coat of Arms 
on either caps or buttons, nor for the use of the letters 
‘U.S.’, or the national coat of arms on the collar.” 

The adjutant general of a state having submitted 
vouchers of a railway company for transportation of 
the state troops to and from a joint camp of instruction, 
with protest against the company’s charge of full fare 
for a party of seven, was informed that under existing 
rulings of the Comptroller of the Treasury, party rates 
can be applied only in payment of charges for transpor- 
tation of a party of ten or more, when traveling on one 
ticket. If a less number of persons travel, party rates 
cannot be applied and payment should be made on the 
basis of individual rates applicable to the travel per- 
formed. 

The following opinion of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army, rendered Nov. 5, 1908, has been con- 
curred in by the Assistant Secretary of War. After a 
brief statement of the law applicable to the case Gen- 
eral Davis says: “I, therefore, concur in the view of the 
Chief of Ordnance that, so long as the requisitions and 
requests for the purchase of the stores and supplies are 
signed by the Governor of a state or territory, the law 
does not, in terms, require that officer to sign the re- 
ceipts, a duty which may be vested by the Governor in 
an officer of the state militia.” 
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VOYAGE OF THE BATTLESHIP FLEET. 

A cordial welcome is being prepared at. Naples, Italy, 
for the ships of the U.S. Battleship Fleet, which are ex- 
pected there about Jan. 17. Anchorages have been as- 
signed in the military harbor by the Italian Naval De- 
partment. A committee has planned a dinner to the 
officers and a gala evening performance at the Theater 
of San Carlo and excursions to Pompeii, the Island of 
Capri, Sorrento and Mount Vesuvius. Among the en- 


tertainments for the officers there will be a dinner given 
by the Duke of Aosta at Capo di Monte, and a visit to 
King Victor is planned at Rome. The fleet passed Aden, 





Arabia, Dec, 28, en route from Colombo to Suez. Every- 
body was reported well on board the battleships. Since 


leaving Colombo nine days ago the ships have enjoyed 
fine weather and held to a ten-knot speed. Christmas 
Day was celebrated with special dinners for the officers 
and men. Tropic greens brought along for that purpose 
were run up to the mastheads. Special evolutions were 
suspended until two days after Christmas to give all 
hands a little time for celebration. Christmas greetings 
were passed along from ship to ship by wireless. The 
fleet passed the Island of Perim, at the Straits of Bab- 
el-Mandeb, and entered the Red Sea shortly after noon 
on Dec. 27. The passage across the Arabian Sea from 
Colombo was tranquil. Rear Admiral Sperry expects te 
reach Suez on Jan. 3. He has been ordered to pass 
through the canal as expeditiously as possible and coal 
at Port Said. Here the vessels will divide into squad- 
rons and visit various Mediterranean ports. The Yank- 
ton, which left Colombo after the fleet steamed, passed 
the battleships in midocean and reached Perim early 
Dec. 29. Here she coaled and rejoined the fleet as it 
was passing the straits. The supply ship Culgoa on 
Dec. 29 was in the Red Sea, two days ahead of the fleet, 
and the Panther, a repair ship, was about the same dis- 
tance behind. 


VOYAGE HOME OF THE RANGER. 


During the run of the U.S.S. Ranger from Cavite, P.I.. 
to Boston, Mass., 12,986 knots, which was completed 
Nov. 30 last, under command of Comdr. W. R. Rush, 
the vessel made a remarkably fine voyage, especially 
considering the fact that she is thirty-five years old, and 
that she was in bad condition when Commander Rush 
and his officers got hold of her, to bring the vessel to 
the North Atlantic coast. However, the old vessel was 
in able hands, alive to all emergencies and, although at 
the start of the voyage the Ranger was only able to 
steam five knots, under the skill and zeal of Warrant 
Machinist Otto Boldt, U.S.N., in charge of the engines. 





her speed was brought up to 10 1-2 knots, being half 
a knot more than her designed speed in official lists. 

During his run of 7,936 miles from Cavite to Naples 
the vessel was 38 days at sea, and spent 11 days in port. 
This was an exceptionally fine run, and remarkable for 
speed, short stops, and freedom from accidents to engines 
and boilers, sails, spars, or to personnel. 

‘The Ranger is barkentine rig, 177 feet 4 inches long, 
with 32 feet beam and 13 feet draft. During the voyage 
sail was made whenever possible, and _ light sails were 
sent down to cross Atlantic; and topmasts were housed 
for the run from Bermuda to Boston, stability being 
low. The run of 700 miles from the afternoon of Noy. 
26 to daylight Nov. 30, actually three and a half days, 
was remarkably good at that season of the year. 

Warrant Machinist Boldt has been commended by 
the Navy Department for his zeal, attention to duty, 
aad efficiency in raising the speed from 5 knots to 10 
knots.

READJUSTMENT OF RANK. 


Several articles on this subject appearing in these 
columns in recent issues have brought out inquiries from 
our readers as to just what is sought in the proposed 
legislation. Section 1204, Revised Statutes, reads as 
follows: ‘Promotions in the line shall be made through 
the whole Army, in its several lines of Artillery, Cavalry 
and Infantry, respectively. Promotions in the staff of 
the Army shall be made in the several departments and 
corps respectively.” 

The Chief of Staff, in a memorandum published in 
these columns May 9 last, called attention to the in- 


equalities that resulted through the operation of this 
law until Oct. 1, 1890, since when seniority by length 
Fad is the fundamental principle of promotion, and 
said: 
“The Act of Oct. 1, 1890, provided only for future 
promotions and accepted the lineal standing of officers 
as then fixed by the operation of previous laws and cus- 
toms as the basis for promotion by seniority thereafter. 
Consequently, no officer who has entered the Service 
since Oct. 1, 1890, is affected by the proposed measures. 
Nor are officers affected by them who since that date 
have reached the grade of colonel, or who have been re- 
tired, or who, on that date, were second lieutenants, but 
who had not been passed over through the operation of 
existing law by others of shorter commissioned service. 
I fully and cordially concur in this effort to bring 
about a gradual readjustment of rank for the sole pur- 
pose of promoting the greater efficiency of the Army. 
At the same time I think the officers who have lost 
rank through no lack of merit and no fault of their 
own have a just claim in equity and are entirely de- 
serving of the relief contemplated by this bill. Though 
it will result in depriving some other officers of en- 
joying still further advantages, gained through no merit 
of their own over less fortunate comrades, it will not 
deprive them of any rank already gained, neither will it 
prevent their ultimate rank as high as they would at- 
tain were the present inequitable condition continued. 
On the contrary, unless the present condition be recti- 
fied many officers now in the Army will be deprived of 
ever rising even as high as colonel, and a number of 
others could not go beyond the rank of major, being 
retired for age. The proposed bill, as introduced in both 
houses of the Fifty-ninth Congress, was not, in my 
epinion, drawn with sufficient accuracy to avoid possible 
injury to interests not involved, but in the form as last 
introduced in the House (H.R. 16502) it is, I believe, 
clear, comprehensive, and drawn with an accuracy that 
safeguards every interest not involved and that insures 
a gradual adjustment of rank in the future without pos- 
sibility of such complications as would arise from sud- 
den or numerous changes at one time. The lists of 
officers concerned, accompanying this report, have been 
prepared in accordance with the provisions of the bill 
indicated, but I earnestly recommend a favorable report 
thereon in returning the proposed bill to the Commit- 
tees on Military Affairs and an urgent appeal for its 
immediate passage.” 

Three bills were introduced at the last session of Con- 
gress for (he purpose noted above, S. 159, H.R. 10581, 
and H.R. 16502, and none of them has so far been re- 
ported from Committee. The text of H.R. 16502 we 
reprint below: ; 

H.R. 16502, Mr. Scott.—To bring about the gradual adjust- 
ment of rank throughout the several lines of the Artillery, Cav- 
alry and Infantry of the Regular Army. That hereafter when- 
ever a promotion by seniority is to be made in the line of the 
Regular Army in any grade up to that of colonel such promo- 
tion shall be made by seniority in the several lines of Artillery, 
Cavalry and Infantry, respectively, according to the position 
the officers in the next lower grade would hold if promotion 
had been made lineally throughout each arm of the Service 
since Sec. 1204 of the Revised Statutes of the U.S. went into 
effect, and that in this way there shall be brought about a grad- 
ual adjustment of officers of the line of the Regular Army to 
the rank and lineal position they would hold in their respective 
arms of the Service if promotion had been lineal, instead of 
partly lineal and partly regimental, since the enactment of the 
said Sec. 1204 of the Revised Statutes of the U.S.; and that 
for the purpose of determining the order of promotion of offi- 
cers under this act lists of officers on the active list of the 
line of the Army shall be prepared by the War Department 
showing the lineal position in his grade and arm of service 
which each officer of the line would hold if promotion had been 
carried out lineally and by seniority throughout each arm of the 
Service since the enactment of Sec. 1204, Revised Statutes 
of the U.S. 

Provided, That officers transferred through mutual applica- 
tion from one arm of the line of the Army to another shall, 
for the purposes of promotion, take the lineal position in the 
arm to which transferred to which the junior at time of trans- 
fer would now be entitled under the provisions of this act: And 
provided, That any officer who has been transferred upon his 
own application to a vacancy in another arm of the line of the 
Army, shall, for the purpose of promotion, take the lineal posi- 
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tion in the arm to which transferred next below that to which 
the junior officer of the same grade at the date of transfer 
would now be entitled under the provisions of this act. 

Provided further, That any officer who has made a mutual 
transfer from any staff department to the line of the Army 
shall, for the purpose of promotion, take the lineal position 
in the arm of the line in which now commissioned that would 
have been held under the provisions of this act by the officer 
with whom he transferred. 

And provided further, That any officer who has lost rank 
through sentence of court-martial or action of an examining 
board shall not, by the operation of this act, regain any rank 
thus lost, but shall, on the list of officers for promotion prepared 
under this section, take the lineal position determined by com- 
puting his place under the provisions of this act alone and add- 
ing thereto the number of files actually lost at the time of sen- 
tence or action, less such number as would have since been 
regained through natural casualties had the provisions of this 
act been continuously in force since the date of loss. 

Sec. 2. That the promotions hereinbefore provided for shall 
be subject to the examinations required by existing laws. 

See. 3. That no officer whose original commission in the Army 
is dated subsequent to Oct. 1, 1890, shall be affected by the 
provisions of this act. 

, Sec. 4, That so much of any previous act as conflicts or is 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act is hereby repealed.

NOTES ON PROPOSED ELIMINATION BILL. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

1. The bill states that the present law fails to pro- 
vide a remedy. This is not conceded. The records will 
plainly show that promotion and retiring boards have 
repeatedly recommended, as their duty required them 
to do. that officers be retired or not promoted as being 
unfit for retention in the service. Yet how often these 
recommendations are pigeon-holed and the officers kept 
in the service. If examining boards do not now do their 


duty, how is it hoped the board composed probably of the 
same officers will do their duty more faithfully? 

2. This board is to take the efficiency reports on 
which to base their knowledge for fitness. It has been 
stated by the highest officers of the Army that these 
reports were not actually worth the paper on which they 
are written. Are they now considered in making selec- 
tion for the General Staff, the details in any staff de- 
partment? The efficiency reports depend a_ thousand 
times more on the personality of the commanding officer 
reporting than on the officer being reported upon. One 
officer gives a report as excellent in every respect, an- 
other will think he is stretching his conscience to put good 
on any paper, although the same officer may have been 
reported upon by these two commanding officers. 

3. It is questionable whether at the end of three 
or four years the forced elimination would not put out 
many officers infinitely superior to the raw recruits who 
take their place, if such could be had, which is doubtful, 
considering the inducements. 

4. The bill at least shows that its originator has a 
conscience, as continually cropping out are evidences of 
apologies that the bill might be more generous, or officers 
may have time for their own disposition. This is about 
equivalent to a man stealing one-half of a man’s money 
and thinking his victim is well treated because the en- 
tire amount was not taken. 

5. The bill contains a direct insult to Congress by 
indirectly calling it miserly. It certainly has not so 
proven itself in the past. 

6. The officers so eliminated at probably $18 or $20 
per month to be subject to active duty in case of war. 
Are officers fit for or desirable for emergencies requiring 
the greatest ability as in time of war, who have been 
stamped as unsuited for the routine duties in time of 
peace? 

7 Many officers before joining the Army, upon ar- 
riving at the age when their life’s vocation was to be 
selected, looked around to see what fields offered the best 
inducements. Many more lucrative positions at the be- 
ginning were noted, but taking into consideration the at- 
traction of the. Service, especially the seventy-five per 
cent. pay at retirement, the officer chose the Army. He 
comes in with this contract, gives the best part of his 
life to the service, has passed beyond the time when he 
can enter the field of competition in civil pursuits, but 
now his one fond hope, that of being properly cared for 
in his declining years, is rudely snatched from him, and 
his nose being kept to the grindstone during his active 
service, he is eliminated on a starvation pittance. 

8. Where would be the brotherly feeling and hearty 
co-operation that now exists? Each officer would uncon- 
sciously hinder his fellow. It would be a scramble, to 
see who would get the fewest demerits. Petty jealousies 
would exist instead of good fellowship. 

9. There is a remedy. The efficiency of the Service 
should always be the first consideration. Promotion is 
a stimulus and is very necessary. The mounted branch 
of the Service needs young, active officers in all grades. 
The age for retirement might well be reduced to fifty- 
eight years for optional and sixty for compulsory retire- 
ment. Tf the necessary vacancies do not exist in each 
grade allow the necessary number to retire, but with 
the seventy-five per cent. pay. If still not enough, then 
the remaining number to be selected by a board. A good 
test could be had during maneuvers. Officers being given 
duties analogous to those of actual warfare, those 
who signally failed, or who proved they could not he 
trusted with commands, should be retired. This would 
cause hard earnest work, and would increase the efficiency 
of the Army, and do injustice to no one. 

10. Elimination based on the present proposed bill or 
any system of promotion by selection in time of peace 
will be a positive injury to the service. Brigadier gen- 
erals ‘should be made from the list of colonels only, in 
time of peace. A graded retirement law (seventy-five per 
cent. of active pay in every case) will be a good thing 
for the Service.

THE ELIMINATION BILL. 


To THE EpiITtor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In connection with elimination is there any provision 
being made to fill the vacancies which will be created 
under the proposed act? It seems to me that if the 
elimination bill becomes law it will be necessary to sup- 
plement it with legislation which will force men into the 
Army to replace the officers that are forced out. 

If reports are true, it was recently necessary to com- 
mission a number of young men from civil life who 
could not pass the required examination. How, then, 
with the number of vacancies greatly increased, and the 
attractiveness of an officer’s position greatly decreased, 
are the new men to be supplied? Does anyone think 
that a young man of kind desired is going to accept 
an officer’s commission to risk the best fifteen or twenty 


years of his life in a service which allows nothing to be 
accumulated at the end of that time? The process of 
elimination must eventually operate to eliminate efficient 
officers whose every desire will be to remain in the Serv- 
ice, even if no room exists at the top for them. What 
assurance, then, has a young man just entering upon 
an officer’s career that the lightning may not strike him 
even though he develops into an efficient officer? 

That there are some inefficient officers at the present 
time no one denies. It is natural that there should be 
among the 4,116 at the present time in the Service. In 
increasing the number of vacancies every year from the 
present average of 137 to the proposed number of 196 
the inefficients would soon disappear. But as soon as 
they do disappear the vacancies must continue to be 
created just the same, with the result that able men will 
then be retired. Does anyone think that the inefficients 
are going to develop fast enough to furnish material for 
the elimination boards? f£ course not, and of course 
many able officers will be condemned and cast out if 
this process goes into effect. And who shall take the 
places of the efficient officers eliminated—inexperienced ° 
men whom the Government will have to train, some of 
whom in turn will be marked I.C. The average attend- 
ance of cadets at the Military Academy during the last 
five years has been 459. Under the propo bill 196 
vacancies must be created every year, or 784 during four 
years. West Point would probably furnish not to ex- 
ceed 475 of the new officers during the next four years, 
and the remaining 309 would have to come from the 
Army and civil life. To make room for this influx of 
untrained men able officers must be put aside. 

In my opinion it is absurd to argue greater efficiency 
in the Army as a reason for passing the elimination bill. 
This measure is not correctly named. It should be called 
the ‘Promotion Bill. This motive is the most impelling 
force behind it. The method of elimination has been 
well worked out and ably. presented in the current num- 
ber of the Infantry Association Journal. Everything 
starts well at the age of twenty-three and the skiddoo 
process thereafter moves merrily on. I note, “An object 
of the bill is to secure what is absolutely indispensable 
to keep heart in our fighting units, namely, some pros- 
pect of promotion.” Mr. Editor, if there is anything 
on earth needed at the present time to restore heart 
to our fighting units it is to drop this heart-breaking 
method of promotion. I also note, “It does injustice 
to no man.” Of course not if one allows himself to 
believe there is no injustice in allowing hundreds of offi- 
cers to enter the Army with the understanding that they 
will be allowed to serve thirty years providing they con- 
form to its rules and regulations and serve honestly and 
faithfully, only to have their services cut short at the 
end of fifteen years! In view of the fact that little or 
nothing can be saved during the first twenty years of an 
officer’s service, and the hopelessness of beginning at the 
bottom of the ladder to learn a new profession at the 
age of forty, how can anyone say, “It-does injustice to no 
man’? 

The Congress might want to know where the new men 
are coming from kefore they vote on the subject of pro- 
motion, and it would be interesting to have it explained 
in view of the present scarcity. Maybe they can be 
furnished overnight, but I doubt it.

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HOW TO OFFICER OUR ARMY. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have just read the JouRNAL of Dec. 12 and note 
in your extracts from the report of the Superintendent 
of the Military Academy that the Corps of Cadets is now 
116 below its authorized strength; that apparently some 
concern is felt at the increasing number of appointees 
that fail to report. The surprise to me is that so many 
report as do. What is the use of working for four years 
as hard as the cadet has to work when there are so 
many easier methods of reaching the goal? The induce- 
ment to go through the Academy is a commission and a 
career. Why go there when the same result may be ac- 
complished in an easier manner? There may be some 
ecmfort in obtaining the education that the Acadeniy 
provides, but if this education can be of no advantage 
to the individual (and it is not), then this comfort is 
more fanciful than real. Observe that I do not claim 
that the education is of no advantage to the Govern- 
ment, for it is; but it is of no advantage to the individ- 
ual. On the other hand, it has in many instances been 
of a positive disadvantage to the individual. The short- 
age of cadets is due to the following reasons: 

1. Erroneous and unjust reports that receive wide 
circulation in creditable as well as yellow journals. 

. Any man with military aspirations who has had 
the ordinary school-boy education can get a commission 
with less labor and greater certainty by other means. 
In the case of many young men it is more difficult to get 
the appointment to West Point than to get through when 
the appointment is secured. 

8. Notwithstanding the four years of hard work re- 
quired of the cadet, he may at the end of that time be 
commissioned below men who are his juniors in years 
and service and who had never given a thought to enter- 
ing the military service until the commission was prac- 
tically in their hands. These cause vacancies by dis- 
couragement. . 

4. Faulty system of appointments. Vacancies are 
thus produced by operation of law. 

I am not particularly concerned about the existing 
shortage of cadets.. That of itself is a trifling matter. 
But the subject furnishes food for thought. In trying 
to correct this error we should first correct those that 
produce it. I offer the following suggestions: 

1. Give to, each Senator, Representative and delegate 
to Congress the right to appoint two cadets each. Have 
two from the District of Columbia and forty at large 
appointed by the President. 

Have vacancies existing for any reason on June 
80 of each year filled as follows: By appointment by 
the President on recommendation of the War Depart- 
ment: a. From such enlisted men of the Armv under the 
age of twenty-four of excellent character who have served 
at time of appointment not less than two years and 
who shall have passed a satisfactory examination as to 
eligibilitv. b. From civilians who have furnished evi- 
dence of good character and who have passed a satis- 
factory examination as to eligibility. I would recom- 
mend raising the age limit for enlisted men at entrance 
to twenty-four years. 

Congressmen should be required to make selections by 
competitive examination and evidence of good character. 
Each Congressman and the President would have a 
chance to send there at the June entrance examination 
the full quota of candidates. If any of these failed to 
report, or failed to pass entrance examination, or resigned 
prior to June 30, appointments could be made in order 





of merit from a list previously prepared and furnished 
by the War Department, which list would consist of en- 
listed and civilian aspirants, who, while not able to se- 
cure a Congressional appointment, had passed satisfac- 
tory examinations, showing them to be eligible to en- 
trance to the Academy. Vacancies filled from this list 
should be charged to the districts in which vacancies 
existed on June 30, regardless of the locality from 
which the individual thus appointed is taken. 

By this means the Academy could turn out practically 
all the officers needed for the various arms. It would 
not always be enough. ‘There would be no need to alter 
existing regulations as to appointment from the ranks 
and from civil life except that only those vacancies ex- 
isting after the graduating class had been placed should 
be filled from such source. There is no more reason why 
a cadet should have to start in as an additional lieuten- 
ant than anyone else. 

By this means there would be a minimum of vacancies 
at the Academy at any time. Every part of the country 
would have its chance according to its proportional rep- 
resentation, but if for any reason it failed to take ad- 
vantage of its opportunities or was deficient in material 
the nation would have the right to fill the vacancies from 
other sources, a right it now exercises in a different form 
by giving commissions outright to fill vacancies in excess 
of the number of graduates, and it would appear to be 
equally just to exercise the same right in making ap- 
pointments to West Point. 

Again this means would open the door of West Point 
to many who wish to enter the Army by this route, but 
who cannot do so on account of the limited number ad- 
mitted and the restrictions as to representation. It 
would make the opportunities for securing commissions 
more equitable than is now the case. Instead of giving 
commissions outright we should give appointments to 
West Point. Surely no one could object to this. If 
the course benefits the hundred that graduate yearly it 
would benefit the two hundred that could be graduated. 
If the man seeking a commission is unwilling to tackle 
the course then he may well be dropped from the list 
of prospective material for officers. 

We have able men who came from the ranks and civil 
life. They would have been more able and efficient ceuld 
they have had thee West Point training and education. 
This is true, or the institution is a humbug and should 
be discontinued. No knowing man would hear to its 
abolishrent. There would be no difficulty in filling West 
Point to the brim if this were practically the only road 
open to a commission and the means of securing appoint- 
ments were equitable. We have seen it stated that there 
is no difficulty in securing enough lieutenants to officer 
our Army, that the difficulty is to get the men. This 
statement is quite true if we are to be less solicitous 
of the qualifications of our lieutenants than we are of 
the men. Lower the requirements sufficiently and there 
need be no vacancies, not even for a day. But is this 
the way the public wants its Army officered? I do not 
think so. 

Every man who would accept a commission cannot 
be so rewarded, inasmuch as the number of commissioned 
officers is fixed by law. Some men must be disappointed, 
and it is quite as possible that we are excluding as many 
unknown Napoleons and Grants by our present method 
as we would if we had a larger output from the Academy 
and less from other sources. The government exercises 
the right to fix a standard of qualifications for appoint- 
ment as commissioned officer in our Army. This stand- 
ard should be the same for all, or at least the same for 
all of any particular branch. There is no better means 
of securing a uniform standard than by requiring as- 
pirants to pass through West Point. 

If legislation were enacted at present covering the 
plan here suggested I believe that it would be weleomed 
by every officer of the Army, graduate, enlisted and 
civilian appointee alike, It would work no hardship on 
anyone now seeking a commission, as it would be four 
and a half years before a class could be graduated from 
the increased corps, by which time all men who have 
enlisted to try for commissions would have received 
them or given up tryéng. ‘There are numberless reasons 
for the adoption of such a scheme, but they may be 
summed up in one: Increased efficiency based upon equi- 
table methods.

RETIREMENT FOR ENLISTED MEN. 
To THE Epitor or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


The soldier probably does not deserve as much con- 
sideration in the matter of retirement as does the officer, 
and yet, for the good of the Army in weeding out the 
old “has been” soldier, and as a slight token of appre- 
ciation of long and honorable service of the old soldier, 
it would seem that the present law for the retirement of 
enlisted men should be relieved of some of its rigors, in 
such a manner as to at once benefit both the Government 
and the soldier. But so much for the reasons. There 
are, no doubt, many others, and better ones. Let some 
one more competent than the undersigned discuss them. 

It is suggested that, almost without exception, old sol- 
diers would gladly retire, if the option were given, with 
twenty years’ service, on present allowances, and fifty 
per cent. of their pay, instead of allowances and sev- 
enty-five per cent. of pay, as they get for thirty years 
service. If medical officers consider a man still in pos- 
session of sufficient youthful vigor after twenty years 
service, then permit the soldier the option of continuing 
in the Service while fully competent for real field serv- 
ice, and allow him an increase of two and one-half per 
cent. for retirement for each year served more than 
twenty (for which he would get fifty per cent.), thus 
giving him the full seventy-five per cent., as at present, 
should he be allowed to serve thirty years. Compulsory 
retirement after thirty years of honorable service. This 
would soon increase very greatly the number of good 
men who would feel like giving the most valuable period 
of their lives to service in the ranks; it would lessen 
the cost of recruiting, and leave the Army in possession 
of a_larger number of experienced soldiers, yet men not 
stiffened, calloused and used up physically, and last, with- 
out raiding the Tressury, it would merely be doing an

Governor T.ea, of Delaware, on Dec. 26 selected Miss

A reception was given last week by the Nicholas Bid- 
die section of the Navy League of the United States at 
the Racquet Club, Philadelphia, to Rear Admiral E. C. 

B. T. Moore, U.S.N. Admiral 
Pendleton commended the effort being made to erect a 
naval branch of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. Captain Moore, who has 
just been transferred from the navy yard to the command 
of the cruiser Colorado, warmly advocated a greater 
Navy. “In Philadelphia,’ he said, “the very temple of 
protection to American industries, it may seem unneces- 
sary to say that the money spent on the American Navy 
is, every dollar of it, spent for the protection of American 
industries. The greatest assurance the American manu- 
facturer, the American farmer or the American work- 
ingman, whether he works with brain or with hands, has 
that his industry will be protected, lies in the certainty 
that an American navy, adequate in size and efficiency, 
will be maintained by the United States. We often hear 
the opinion expressed that the primary purpose of main- 
taining a navy is to make war. The man who utters that 
sentiment is either ignorant of the true purpose of a 
navy or he is the enemy of the Navy. There is just as 
much sense in that argument as there is in stating that 
because we teach our boys the manly art of self-defense, 
we are encouraging the art of slugging. The first object 
of a large and efficient navy is to preserve the peace of 
this country. It is to make the manufacturer, the farmer 
and the workingman feel secure in the pursuit of their 
vocations. It is to encourage all to accumulate comforts 
and luxuries in the belief that we shall have periods of 
peace in which to enjoy them.” 

The President has confirmed the sentence of dismissal 
imposed in the case of ist Lieut. John Newton, US. 
M.C., recently convicted by court-martial at Norfolk, 
Va., of the charges of embezzlement and scandalous con- 
duct. Lieutenant Newton was appointed from Georgia. 

The total tonnage of ships launched for the German 
navy in 1908 is about 99,000, as compared with 63,000 
in 1906, heretofore the record year. 

Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., command- 
ant of the New York Navy Yard, accompanied by his 
aide, Lieut. W. F. Bricker, paid his respects on Dec. 28 
to Capt. Elie Serres, of the French armored cruiser Ad- 
miral Aube, which is coaling at the foot of West 100th 
street, New York.

The barge Solitaire, with four men aboard, which broke 
loose from her tow off Shinnecock, L.I., while being taken 
up the coast a few days since, was later picked up by the 
cutter Seneca, Captain Reynolds, and towed to within eight 
miles of Fire Island lightship and anchored in safety. Her 
owners were notified by wireless of her position. Later she 
was towed into port. 

The officers and crew of the derelict destroyer Seneca had 
an unexpected supply of fish a few days ago, when the wreck 
of the schooner Helen H. Taft was located off Cape Hatteras. 
In blowing her up the discharge killed a number of fine fish, 
chiefly mackerel, which came to the surface and were picked 
up by the crew.

The U.S. revenue cutters Seneca and Onondaga, each with 
an abandoned and waterlogged lumber laden schooner in tow, 
were reported by wireless telegraphy on Dec. 29 as on their way 
to Hampton Roads. The wireless message sent by Oaptain 
Reynolds, commanding the Seneca, which was specially con- 
structed for destroying derelicts, said that both vessels had 
started, although many miles apart, off Hatteras, for the same 
haven. The Seneca has the Warner Moore, a_three-masted 
schooner, whose crew was taken off several days ago and 
landed at Norfolk. .The Onondaga has in tow the William J. 
Lermond, a four-masted vessel, whose crew was on board the 
Columbia, an Austrian steamship, which reached Tampa, Fia., 
yesterday. The two vessels, although waterlogged, are with 
their cargoes valued at $65,000, and bringing them into Hamp- 
ton Roads will be a saving to their owners and the marine 
underwriters, beside ridding the southern track of two danger- 
ous menaces to navigation.

A WEDDING AT JOLO. 


Post of Jolo, P.I., Nov. 13, 1908. 

What is considered by many to have been the prettiest 
wedding that has ever been seen in Jolo, if not in the whole 
Philippine Islands, took place Nov. 12, 1908, at 8:30 p.m., 
at the quarters of the bride’s parents, when Miss Mary For- 
syth became the wife of Lieut. E. R. Warner McCabe, 6th 
U.S. Cav. The wedding ceremony was performed by the 
regimental chaplain, Captain Freeland, and was held in the 
presence of the entire commissioned garrison, and their wives 
and daughters; while delegations from the non-commissioned 
officers of the four troops, with which the groom had at 
different times served, A, M, I and K, were present. 

The residence of the bride’s father, Major W. W. Forsyth, 
6th Cav., was converted into a veritable bower of beauty 
and Oriental dream of exotic floral grandeur. Hundreds of 
palms transformed the wooden walls and ceilings into one 
picturesque sylvan dell; the green foliage interspersed with 
flowers and gay orchids; while to add to the artistic beauty

In a review of the 69th N.Y., by Brig. Gen. David E. Austen, 
Chief of Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., at the armory on the 
night of Dec. 30, the regiment under command of Colonel 
Duffy made an excellent showing, not only in the review, but 
in the regimental drill and the parade which followed. It was 
the best exhibition the command has yet given in the armory,

The two foreign officers were escorted from the hotel to the 
armory by Major Oswald and Lieutenant Waldo. In honor 
of Major von Livonius, a German flag was raised at the re- 
viewing point, and a Mexican flag would have been in evi- 
dence also, but efforts to get one in time failed. 

The regiment was formed by Adjutant John J. Phalen in 
handsome shape, in line of masses, with three battalions, and 
the battalion commanders were Majors Lynch, Duffy and 
Reville, and the men presented a very soldierly appearance. 
After the military functions the reviewing party and special 
guests were entertained by Colonel Duffy and his officers at a 
collation, where some very interesting remarks were made, 
and we regret that space will not permit us to give them in 
detail. 

General Austen spoke of the admiration he had for Colonel 
Duffy and the 69th, and the possibility under a united effort 
of all the commissioned and non-coms, who should all, he 
said, set an example in drill and discipline, of making it the 
finest regiment in the country. He also referred to his pleas- 
ant acquaintance with Major von Livonius. 

Major Davila during his remarks expressed his pleasure at 
being present on the staff of General Austen for a visit to 
the 69th, and said that after witnessing the drills of the 13th 
and 69th Regiments he was surprised to see the work the 
Militia could accomplish, and the high standard it had reached. 
Major von Livonius also said he was surprised at what he had 
seen, and felt’ positive, he said, that the Militia would prove 
worthy of the confidence the Government had placed in it un- 
der the new Militia bill. He paid a handsome tribute to 
American women, and said that they were the special power 
behind the military and everything else, and that he was 
more impressed with them than anything else, and proposed 
a drink to their health. This was heartily responded to—in 
temperance beverage, of course. Colonel Duffy, who presided, 
stated that he hoped that the Major if he ever got to be a 
naturalized citizen would join the 69th. Surgeon Oswald sang 
several appropriate songs and was heartily encored.

The 13th Regiment, Coast Artillery Corps, N.G.N.Y., under 
command of Col. Charles O. Davis, was reviewed in its armory 
on the night of Dec. 29, by Major Willy von Livonius, Gen- 
eral Staff of the German army and Military Attaché to the 
German Embassy at Washington, and made a fine display.

The ist Company, Capt. Frank Dean, paraded forty-four 
solid files. This and the 4th Company, Capt. Syd- 
ney Grant, and the 8th Company, Capt. H. Pendry, 


went by in faultless style. An interesting exhibition of tar- 
get practice with the mortar, 8-inch gun and quick firing 
gun concluded the military portion of the program. The re- 
viewing officer and special guests were pleasantly entertained 
by the officers of the 13th at a collation, the Major -having 
been previously introduced to the officers of the regiment and 
others in the board room. Among the many special guests 
present were Gen. David E. Austen, Col. W. F. Morris, Major 
F. W. Ward, Capt. George E. Conley, Col. W. J. Barthman, 
Major R. A. De Russy, Major David Banks, Capt. C. Matlock. 





MICHIGAN. 

Adjutant Gen. William T. MecGurrin, of Michigan, in re- 
cent general orders, publishes reports of officers on the camp 
of instruction of the National Guard held at Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, Ind., Sept. 21 to 30, 1908. 

Brig. Gen. Robert J. Bates, commanding the camp, re- 
ports that the troops arrived on nearly schedule time, and 
were handled in a splendid manner by the railroad companies, 
and that the tour proved of great benefit. 

The troops in camp, including brigade headquarters, and 
the 1st, 2d and 3d Infantry, aggregated 2,369 officers and 
men. General Bates among other things says: 

‘‘The marching shoes issued were appreciated by all and 
proved of great comfort and benefit during the maneuvers. 
Olive drab wool shirts should be issued as soon as possible, 
as considerable hardship was endured by our troops having 
to wear the Khaki coat while impersonating the ‘Brown 
Army.’ They should also be equipped with the olive drab 
wool uniforms, and with one modern ambulance for each 
regiment. 

‘“‘The ration issued was of good quality and sufficient 
quantity. Baking their own bread was an innovation, yet 
beneficial, and should be continued during future tours of 
duty. The incinerators, used for the first time, were a de- 
cided success, and assisted greatly in maintaining the desired 
sanitary condition, which was the best ever obtained by this 
command. 

‘In the opinion of the brigade commander, when his brig- 
ade is to participate in a camp of instruction, all equipment 
necessary should be invoiced to the brigade quartermaster, 
and he have entire charge of all duties pertaining to his 
department, and which should fall to his. lot any time the 
brigade should be called into service by the general govern- 
ment, in which case he should be prepared to perform all 
functions pertaining to his position, and which can only be 
gained by experience.’’ 

Col. John P. Kirk, commanding the 1st Infantry in his re- 
port advocates the detailing of an officer to inspect the Guard, 
and states that the three officers of the Regular Army who 
were assigned to the regiment were hard workers, and as- 
sisted very materially in the work. 

Col. P. L. Abbey, 2d Inf., in his report advocates at least 
two wagens for each regiment and says: 

‘*The 2d Infantry is deeply indebted to Capt. George O. 
Cress, 4th U.S. Cav.; Capt. Ralph E. Ingram, 10th U.S. Int., 
and 1st Lieut. Lewis S. Morey, 12th U.S. Inf., for many 
courtesies extended during its tour of duty. These officers 
were detailed with the battalions of the regiment, and their 
help and advice added materially in bringing the regiment to 
whatever state of efficiency it may have attained.’’ 

Col. James S. Parker, 3d Inf., in his report, states that 
the Army ration as issued was entirely satisfactory, and 
more than ample, and that the bread baked in camp was en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

‘‘The elimination of parades from the maneuver camp,’’ 
says Colonel Parker, ‘‘came as a welcome relief from the ex- 
periences of former years, and gave universal satisfaction to 
officers and enlisted men. The practice of hazing having 
gained some foothold in the National Guard, it is recommend- 
ed that such measures be taken as will absolutely prohibit it. 

**Too much cannot be said in commendation of the officers 
of the Army assigned to this regiment for instruction: Capt. 
James H. Frier, 17th U.S. Inf.; Capt. G. Childs, 11th 
U.S. Inf.; Lieut. C. F. Cox, 11th U.S. Cav.; particularly to 
Captain Frier, who was assigned to these headquarters as 
well as to the Ist Battalion. They were earnest, enthusiastic, 
candid and approachable, and every officer of this regiment 
received lasting benefit from their instruction, and their ser- 
vices to this command were extremely valuable.’’ 

Inspr. Gen. ©. A. Wagner in his reports states, among 
other things, that he observed a greater distribution of the 
work and responsibility among the quartermasters of the 
brigade. The policing of the camp was systematically and 
carefully performed and, while there was a marked improve- 
ment in military courtesy, there is still a wide margin for 
improvement, General Wagner points out. 

The brigade and regimental quartermasters and commis- 
saries, together with a detail of three non-commissioned offi- 
cers and twelve privates from each, and one baker from each 
battalion, were instructed in the use of large ovens, and were 
required to bake all bread to be used in camp. The bread 
baked by the men thus detailed was, as a general rule, 
wholesome and good. 

‘*This encampment, all things considered,’’ says General 
Wagner, ‘‘was quite successful and instructive to the offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Michigan National Guard. The 
only dissatisfaction expressed was with reference to some 
features of the maneuvers. The camp next year I think can, 
with profit and advantage to our military service, be held in 
our own state, but I believe also that the plan of the War 
Department, as outlined by the Assistant Secretary of War 
at the meeting of the National Guard Association in Boston 
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in January of this year, to have joint maneuver camps in 
alternate years, is a wise one, as in these camps the officers 
and enlisted men of the Regalar Service and the National 
Guard, come in contact with each other, and each learns the 
kd and weak points of the other, and how to profit there-

TWENTY-FIVE YEAR RETIREMENT.—None of the bills 
providing for retirement of enlisted men after twenty-five years’ 
service has been acted upon by the Military and Naval Commit- 
tees of Congress, and until they report, there can be no prog- 
ress made with the legislation you refer to. 

A. M. B.—The honors to officers are prescribed by regu- 
lations, and rank for rank they are the same for the Army as 
for the Navy. Furlough-men overstaying shore leave in for- 
eign ports may be arrested by a guard detailed for the pur- 
pose, or would be returned to the custody of the American 
authorities, as an act of courtesy on the part of the authori- 
ties of the foreign port visited. If not apprehended abroad, 
the deserter would be liable to arrest at any time within 
two years after returning to the United States. 

READER.—You are not entitled to the bonus for re-en- 
listment until after you have been discharged and actually 
re-enlisted; which must be within three months after your 
first discharge.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The British Admiralty have ordered the discontinu- 
ance of the evolution of mooring. The practice, it was 
stated, is a very useful one as a precaution in case of 
emergency, but it had to some extent come to be looked 
upon as a sort of competition, with the result that heavy 
ships on the move, being brought up with a jerk, caused 
an undue amount of strain on chain cables, resulting 
in some cases in the anchor being carried away. 

In the heavy gunlayers’ test in the British China Fleet, 
the armored cruiser King Alfred, flagship of Vice-Ad- 
miral Lambton, again heads the results with 150 rounds 
and 105 hits. The best individual score was ten rounds 
and ten hits from a six-inch gun. The Astrea is second, 
with ninety rounds and fifty-one hits, and the Bedford 
third, with ninety-one rounds and sixty-five hits. The 
cruisers Kent, Monmouth and Flora have the lowest 
scores. Altogether 591 rounds were fired, with 365 hits, 
compared with 665 rounds and 369 hits last year; while 
the hits per minute averaged 4.56, compared with 4.61 
last year. 

The new British battleship to be laid down at Ports- 
mouth shortly is to be named Neptune. She will be an 
improvement on the St. Vincent, having a displacement of 
21,000 tons, as against 19,500, and her engines will de- 
velop 23,000 indicated horse-power. 

A recent British military order bears on the retire- 
ment of engineer officers. At present it is laid down 
that the rank of engineer captain may be granted to 
engineer commanders on retirement, provided they have 
had thirty years’ meritorious service. Under a later 
order the age for compulsory retirement will be gradually 
reduced from fifty-five to fifty years, so that the num- 
ber of officers having thirty years’ full-pay service on 
retirement will diminish, and when retirement becomes 
compulsory at the age of fifty, few, if any, will be eligible 
for a step in rank. In these circumstances it has been 
decided to reduce the qualifying period from thirty to 
twenty-seven years. 

The approved pattern of new cavalry sword for the 
British army has a straight tapering blade to facilitate 
thrusting. The guard is shaped to afford more protec- 
tion on the left side, and the grip is formed to fit the 
hand, while there is a recess for the thumb cut in the 
back at the fore end of the grip. The weight of the 
sword is an ounce or so under three pounds, while its 
halance is two and one-half to three inches from the hilt. 
Says the Army and Navy Gazette: ‘There are many most 
eapable officers who disapprove of the new weapon, but 
other officers in command, and keen in their zeal for good 
swordsmanship, favor the thrusting arm. There will 
probably be less discussion as to the merits of the new 
sword bayonet, which approaches the Japanese model, 
and whose blade is five inches longer than the present 
pattern and single edged, with one tnd of the cross-piece 
formed as a hook. This brings the total length to a 
fraction under twenty-two inches, with a weight of six- 
teen and one-half ounces.” 


The Japanese field artillery has adopted a fuse timed 
for ranges up to 7,500 meters (8,200 yards), in place 
of the former 5,000 meters (5,470 yards). The change 
is due to experience gained in the recent war, when, it is 
said, the Japanese gunners had frequently to use percus- 
sion fuses at long ranges, while the Russians were able 
to continue using their time fuses by reason of the latter 
burning for a longer period. 

The sympathies of the readers of this department will 
go out to the well-known British naval writer and author 
of “Jane’s Fighting Ships.” in the death of his wife, 
which occurred on Dee, 12. In the writings under 
Fred TIT’. Jane’s signature that dealt with the “good of 
the service,” as distinguished from the presentation of 
cold statistics, Mrs. Jane was a sympathetic collaborator, 
eloquent testimony to which is given in a heart-to-heart 
talk with the readers of the Hampshire Telegraph, of 
Portsmouth, England, under date of Dec. 19, by the 
bereaved author himself. 

The British cruiser Indefatigable, to be laid down in 
February, is of the Invincible class, but marks a con- 
siderable advance on the three previous battleship-cruisers 
of the class. The new ship will be 40 feet longer (570 
ft.), one foot wider (79 to 80 ft.), and have a displace- 
ment of 750 tons greater (18,000). The increase in 
horsepower is 4,000 (45,000), and the speed greater by 
three knots (28). ‘This latter, it is thought, will more 
nearly reach 30 knots. The Indefatigable will be the 
longest warship ever built, over fifty feet longer than the 
U.S.S. North Dakota. 

It is proposed by the French government to add te 
each army corps on a peace footing thirty field batteries, 
and te constitute—by means of the supplementary men 
attached to each battery in order to raise its strength 
from seventy-seven to ninety—certain skeleton or depot 
formations, under command of officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers, intended to organize and train the neces- 


sary elements for reinforcing the batteries. All the bat- 
teries are to have four guns, and the effect of the ad- 
dition will be to give each army corps a total of 120 guns 
in time of peace. In the France Militaire General Lang- 
lois maintains that there is no urgent need for increasing 
the number of guns, until at least great additions have 
been made to the ammunition supply, and motor vehicles 
have been introduced to feed the fighting line. 

Colonel Deport, designer of the French 75-mm. field 
gun of 1897, has invented an improved pattern which 
possesses several advantages over the present gun. The 
shields for the protection of the gun detachment are 
larger, although at the same time lighter, the gun weigh- 
ing Jess. Other changes are an increase of the charge 
of powder from 580 to 700 grams, giving a greater muzzle 
velocity, and a slight shortening of the bore. 

The native unrest in India continues to be a source 
of grave concern to the British military authorities. Agi- 
tators are at work among the people throughout the 
Empire and the Indian government is using more strin- 
gent methods in its dealings with the spreaders of sedi- 
tion. An insidious organization has been at work for 
years and has extended its ramifications to every corner 
of the land, its avowed object being the overthrow of the 
British Raj. 

In the Spanish army a new Mauser rifle cartridge 
is on trial. It is charged with smokeless powder, and 
carries a sharply-pointed bullet cased in a copper steel 
mantle. The mean initial velocity obtained is 860m. 
(940 yds.), as against the former 660m. (720 yds.). Ex- 
periments haye proved that the new bullet never fails to 
pierce sharply the shield of a Schneider quick-firing gun 
at a distance of 400m. (440 yds.), a result not obtainable 
with the present service pattern ammunition. 

According to the London Express, the Ehrhardt works, 
ef Dusseldorf, have constructed for the German army 
an armored airship-destroyer, which is a motor-car carry- 
ing a two-inch quick-firing gun, and propelled by a sixty 
horsepower motor, capable of a speed of forty-five miles 
an hour. This destroyer will be able to chase airships 
of all existing types. The destroyer, which carries a 
crew of five men, is enclosed in armor plating 1.2 inches 
thick. The range of the gun at forty-three degrees ele- 
vation is 8,500 yards. The destroyer carries ammuni- 
tion consisting of 100 shrapnel shells, each shell contain- 
ing 617 grains of explosive, 128 lead bullets, and twenty- 
seven pieces of lead. The total weight of the destroyer, 
including ammunition and crew, is approximately three 
tons. 

The Army and Navy Gazette asserts that the British 
army is slow to take up the new things in the way of 
equipment, citing these items in which other nations have 
inade a distinct advance over Great Britain: Aeroplanes, 
automatic rifles and traveling kitchens. In all of these 
England has taken some interest, but the Germans have 
made great progress, especially in the matter of machine 
guns, and in October last year seventeen companies were 
formed experimentally, equipped with Maxims firing 300 
rounds per minute, and the men armed with the new 
repeating pistol. Now thirty-three other machine-gun 
companies are being formed, so that most of the infantry 
brigades will have six machine guns each, their fire- 
power being enormeusly increased thereby. The new 
formations are attached as thirteenth companies to in- 
fantry regiments, and have three officers and a non-com- 
missioned officer mounted. The guns are mounted for 
two-horse draught—those for the cavalry divisions for 
four horses.- The Austro-Hungarian army is also well 
equipped with machine guns, there being about sixty 
units attached to cavalry and infantry. 

Maneuvers in mine-laying on an extensive scale will 
be undertaken by the Germans next year with full squad- 
rons. 

The British steamer Transporter, of 806 tons net, 
has arrived at Japan with two submarines constructed 
in England for the Japanese government. The voyage 
has been a decidedly novel one. The two submarines 
could not be towed or sailed to their destination, and 
the idea was then hit upon of building a special steamer 
and carrying the two submarines to Japan in the hold. 
The loading of the submarines in the capacious hold of 
the Transporter was carried out in drydocks. The hatch- 
ways and part of the steamer’s deck were removed, after 
which she was submerged. The submarines were then 
floated over her, and, by pumping out the water, they 
were snecessfully lowered into position in the Trans- 
porter’s hold, after which the steamer was refloated and 
fitted out for the journey. 


During night maneuvers of a flotilla of six torpedo- 
boats near Portsmouth, England, on Dec. 16, the British 
torpedoboat 059 went ashore and will doubtless become 
a total wreck. The idea was to ascertain whether it 
was possible for torpedoboats, by hugging the Isle of 
Wight shore, to evade the forts under cover of darkness 
and so penetrate the Portsmouth defenses. Accordingly, 
while some of the torpedoboats were engaged in patrol 
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duties, others endeayored to “rush” them and the forts, 
and so get inside. Spithead. There were no lights on 
any of the vessels, and the evolutions were being carried 
out in complete darkness and a heavy sea. The opera- 
tions were, therefore, attended with considerable difti- 
culties. No. 059 was one of the boats that had to “rush” 
the patrol, and it was while doing so that she got 
aground, 

It has been suggested that, inasmuch as navigation of 
the air by aeroplane is now an accomplished fact, the 
next thing will be to pass laws regulating the proper 
use by aeroplanists of the new-conquered empire. This 
has already been done in the past for balloonists, says 
the London Engineer, for in 1871, when French balloons 
from beleaguered Paris were dropping in Prussia, a royal 
decree declared them confiscate as contraband of war; 
and on the conclusion of peace a measure was passed 
through the German Reichstag which forbade, under pen- 
alty of death, any future similar aerial violation of Ger- 
man territory during time of war. So long ago as 1830, 
again, ballcon ascents were made illegal in Turkey, so far 
as regards Constantinople and forty miles around, and in 
1872 the prohibition was extended to include the entire 
Turkish empire. To France, however, belongs the distinc- 
tion of having made the first laws for the regulation of 
aerial traffic. In 1874 it was decreed that nobody should 
be permitted to go up in a balloon ‘or any other kind of 
aerostatic machine’ which was worked by burning spirits 
of wine, or any other means of making a fire. Later, 
it was enacted in France that henceforth no balloon, 
whether free or captive, should be permitted to ascend 
with any species of furnace or stove; that no one should, 
be allowed to ascend in a balloon unless he carried a 
parachute: and that ascents were not to be begun later 
than one hour before sunset nor earlier than an hour 
after sunrise. Furthermore, no ascents whatever were 
to be undertaken during the garnering of the harvest 
nor for six weeks prior thereto.” 


The British Army Counci] has approved the optional 
wearing of the pea-jacket by general and staff officers, 
as a substitute on occasion for the great-coat, although it 
is prescribed that all officers in a unit must be dressed 
alike, whence it is seen that the option in the matter is 
reduced to a very small factor. A special hue will be 
selected for the jacket, for the general and staff officers. 
At one time a smart jacket was worn by all ranks in the 
British army, which was used only for walking-out pur- 
poses and for special occasions, such as dances, concerts, 
ete. It was known” as the shell-jacket, the material 
being. white cloth for the band and drummers, and scar- 
let cloth for all other ranks in the regiment, except 
rifle corps, who wore green. The white shell-jacket still 
survives and is in daily wear by the Guards’ battalions.
